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Former President Woodrow Wilson of 
Princeton University, now Governor of New 
Jersey, is credited with saying: “What com- 
mends the Christian religion to red-blooded 
men is its combination of robustness and 
tenderness. The Christian must have both 
strength and tenderness. It is a religion to 
quicken the pulse of strong men. But it is 
also an infinitely tender religion, the basis 
of love, in which we fight, not because we 
wish to injure anybody, but because we want 
to deliver everybody from the thraldom of 
evil. The spirit of infinite love and sym- 
pathy gives life to Christianity.” We like 
that very much, only we believe it takes the 
same kind of a religion for a weak and frail 
woman that it does to save the strong and 
robust man. When it comes to salvation 
from sin it takes more of the spirit of sur- 
render than it does of the display of human 
strength. We thank God for hope for the 
strong man, and for the weak and frail 
woman, and also for the tender child. The 
religion of Christ is good for everybody, the 
weak, the strong and the wayfaring. Let 
us rejoice that it is so, for all need salva- 
tion, and His grace is just as good for one 
as the other. Whosoever will may come and 
take of the water of life freely. That is 
much better than a religion that is just well 
adapted to strong men only. The invitation 
is to the weak as well as the strong—to all, 
it is ‘look and live.’”

Sometimes we get good lessons from unbe- 
lievers, yea, even atheists. It is related that 
a professing Christian one day said to an 
atheist : 

“How do you quiet your conscience in so 
desperate a state?” 

To this the atheist made reply, and it is 
not yet forgotten: 

“As much as I am astonished at yourself 
that believing the Christian religion to be 
true, you can quiet your conscience in living 
so much like the world. Did I believe what 
you profess, I should think no care, no dili- 
gence, no zeal enough.” 

That was a rebuke that ought not to be 
lost sight of in this life of profession. We 
ought always to keep ourselves so in har- 
mony and spirit with what we profess that 
no man should ever have cause to doubt the 
sincerity of the life we claim to live. 

Instead of astonishment by atheists at the 
way professing Christians live, being all 
mixed up with the world, it ought to be just 
the opposite—have them astonished at the 
reality of the Christian life as exemplified 
in the lives of professing Christian men and 
women. That will tell mightily for the 
truth as it is in Jesus, and also mightily as 
an encouragement to men and women who 
know not God, to accept the teachings of 
Christianity and come and _ follow Christ. 
Let us remember that He said we are wit- 
nesses for Him, and when we witness by 
a life of faithlessness, we can expect nothing 
but shame to come to us and reproach to 
the cause of Christ. If we would be true 
witnesses for Jesus Christ, if we would 
translate the story of His love into human 
life so that all may read it in plain lan- 
guage, then we must see to it that we live the 
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Christian life at least in sincerity, ever 
seeking to do the right thing, to bear and for- 
bear, and so maintain the spirit of Christ, 
for herein we shall do more to convince the 
disbeliever, the unbeliever, and the wayward 
one, than in any other service we can render.

There is a most useful organization in the 
United States known as Gideons. It is 
made up of traveling men who believe in 
Jesus Christ as the Eternal Son of God and 
accept Him as their personal Savior and 
who as a consequence are members of some 
church. It is a great institution and doing 
a great work for the unsaved, as well as for 
Christian men. ‘Wherever they are in a 
great city on Sunday, or any other time, they 
are noted for seizing any and every opportu- 
nity which comes to them to minister to 
their fellows. Already they have accom- 
plished great good. One of the works in 
which they take great interest is the placing 
of a copy of the Bible in every guest-room of 
all the hotels. Thus in the State of Minne- 
sota they have placed 4,904 Bibles in hotels, 
and in the State of Iowa they have placed 
3,700. Besides they hold many religious 
services every week wherever they may be. 
They do not wait to be invited to do some- 
thing for the Lord’s needy ones, but they 
take hold as they see the opportunity. Bro. 
M. F. Maier of Covington, one of our active 
members, is a loyal member of the “Gid- 
eons.” God bless them all. 
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Is it possible to overdo in church work? 
It is, and yet ordinarily it is not likely to 
be over, but under doing. While this is true, 
there is danger of overdoing. We are get- 
ting too many organizations in the Church 
We need less human machinery, and more 
divine power. We believe that the Church 
is the one organization we need to do the 
work the Lord has given us to do. In its 
two-fold form it is capable, under the leader- 
ship of the Holy Spirit and good common- 
sense management of doing the work needed 
to be done—the work the Lord has given us 
to do for the salvation of the world from 
sin, and for its uplift from the depths of 
degradation to the heights of divine life. 
The Church is a divine institution, given 
as a’ specific help for the Christian life. 
The other branch of the Church is the Sun- 
day-school, given specifically for the instruc- 
tion of the young and for their training in 
the truth and service of God. It is true the 
Sunday-school is regarded as a modern in- 
stitution, but the principles upon which it 
is founded and the duties assigned to it, are 
as old as the laws of Moses, and as such, it 
is a part of the Church of the living God. 
True, the Sunday-school may be, and some- 
times is, abused and made to do work that 
is not for good, but that may be true even 
of the Church, led away from God’s ideals. 
As we see the matter the Church and the 
Sunday-school are the only organizations 
really needed. Others may possibly be used, 
but these two seem essentially necessary in 
the prosecution of the work the Lord has 
given His people to do. We need to con- 
centrate our labors. We have but so much 
strength and talent and time. If concentrat- 
ed on a few vital points, under the blessings 
of God, we may accomplish much, but if 
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squandered by attempting to do more than 
we can, then these things become a hin- 
drance rather than a help. Let us concen- 
trate our energies on the work of the 
Church and on the work of the 
Sunday-school, and we shall find enough to 
use our strength and time and talents, and 
more than that we have no need for—not 
only so, but more organizations than the 
Church and Sunday-school are often pro- 
ductive of bad results and hinder the real 
work of the Master. Let us see why the 
Church and the Sunday-school properly 
managed may not in a practical way do all 
the work that really needs to be done—that 
can be made really effective in the winning 
of the world to Christ. A pastor in a great 
city church ‘is reported as seeking to show 
the Sunday-school to be a most effective 
agent in training the people in the way of 
truth and righteousness. He asked at the 
close of a sermon on one occasion all the 
church and Sunday-school officers and teach- 
ers who had not had training in the Sun- 
day-school in their youth, to stand up, and 
not one arose—indicating that every one of 
them had been taught and trained in the 
Sunday-school. We believe we need to con- 
centrate our strength on the Church and 
Sunday-school as our God-given institutions 
and agencies for the promotion of the Lord’s 
cause in the world, as all we can wisely use 
in good service.

WHEN STRENGTH DOES COUNT 


AST week we sought to call attention 
L to the strength in church life and work 

which does not count. This week we 
wish to direct the study of HERatp readers 
to the strength which does count, which 
means something in the Lord’s service. 

With a good character adorning the life, 
and the Spirit of God filling the heart, any 
man or woman can be useful up to the de- 
gree which is commensurate with our talents 
and opportunities. You may ask if that is 
not true of every one any way—that is, Js 
not every person useful in a degree commen- 
surate with his or her talents and opportu- 
nities? Certainly not. We know many dear 
people who have talents for large service in 
the Lord’s work, and they have plenty of 
opportunities to do good service, but they 
do very little in the way of Christian work. 
What is the matter? Oh, they lack the pow- 
er of the true spiritual life, the Holy Spirit 
has not come upon them in the fulness of 
the blessing of Christ, and consequently they 
are almost of no use in the Church. We have 
hundreds of such people in the Church to- 
day. It really seems to-me that the time 
has come when our great concern should no 
longer be large numbers to be gathered into 
the fold of the Chureh, but men and women 
and children of genuine Christian experience, 
who have been saved through faith in the 
Son of God, and who have the full assurance 
of faith—that is the kind of people we are 
needing to make up the membership of our 
churehes. Of course, we need large numbers, 
if truly Christian. A church thus blessed, 
even with a small membership, will be a tow- 
er of strength in any community, and that 
sort of a church will become a soul-winning 
church, and a soul-winning church will be a 
missionary church, and a missionary church 
is a conquering church, and in the midst of 
the conquering church is one like unto the 
Son of God—none other than the Christ, go- 
ing with His Church to battle, conquering 
and to conquer, till the kingdoms of this 
world shall become the kingdom of our Lord 
and His Christ. 

Such a church as that will be a revival 
church and can double its membership under 
ordinary circumstances at reasonably fre- 
quent intervals, and that would mean an 
early winning of this world to Christ. 

Think of what that’ would mean! A 
church doubling itself in membership at fre- 
quent intervals! Why that would mean that 
the world would soon be won to Christ. 
Think of it! Suppose the Methodist Church 
were full of such members, and it should 
double its membership as often, and then 
include the Presbyterian Church, and the 
Baptist, and the Episcopal, and all the oth- 
ers, in a surprisingly short time the wicked 
one would find himself short of men and 
women sufficient to run his business, and soon 
the Church would find itself doing exploits 
in the name of the Lord. 

Brethren, take our own body of believers, 
we mean the Christian Church, and let us 


see what it would mean. If we should double 


our membership in two years, we should 
amaze the nation with our growth, and God 
could and would use us to do great things 
in His service. 

A church of unconverted people will not 
and cannot do much for the conversion of 
the world, for what strength they have can- 
not be counted for much in the saving of 
men and women from sin. On the other 
hand, if we have even a small church whose 
membership is made up of converted mem- 
bers, of truly consecrated people, then their 
strength will count and mighty things will 
come to pass, the church will be built up, and 
the world will be turned to God. 

Do you ask: “Are we not now doing just 
what you are talking about?” We fear not. 
The facts will not permit us to consider the 
church of to-day specially a soul-winning 
church, and a chureh that is not a soul- 
winner cannot do much to hasten the bring- 
ing of the world to Christ, or in bringing the 
Christ to the world. 

Here are figures which every pastor and 
every church member ought to study and 
pray over for the next year. Listen! Sta- 
tistics have been gathered to show that in 
the year 1907, it took in all denominations 
(on an average) of five preachers and thirty- 
three church members to bring one new mem- 
ber into the church. At that rate, brethren, 
when will the church of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury succeed in bringing the world to Christ? 
It is absolutely alarming! Five preachers 
and thirty-three church members to bring one 
new member into the membership of the 
church! 

Do you think we are holding up an ideal 
beyond a chance to reach it? Well, but 
would it not pay us better to be trying to 
reach a higher standard of service and a 
more fruitful life in the service of Christ 
than to be moping around while it takes thir- 
ty-eight of us to win one man to Christ? 
Would it be unreasonable to pray and labor 
to reach an efficiency in service in which we 
should bring in at least one new member for 
every old member each year. That would be 
strength that would count. Let us seek it, 
each one for himself, and then all working 
together our strength will count mightily for 
God in the salvation of the world! 
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THE DEATH OF TOLSTOI 

To write wisely of the life of a great man 
is not an easy task; especially is this true 
while we are standing near to the life of 
which we write. The great paintings of the 
old masters are seen to the best advantage 
when viewed at a distance. If we are too 
near, we see the defects more than the 
beauties, but at a proper distance the defects 
are swallowed up by the outshining splen- 
dors of the work. So it is in the study of 
the life and work of great men—distance 
hides their faults and reveals their perfec- 
tions. We presume it is on this principle 
that many great men have to wait a hundred 


years after death before they can take their 
right place in history. 

We are thinking of Tolstoi, the great 
Russian writer and reformer, who died 
recently under very distressing circumstan- 
ces. Unquestionably he was the greatest 
genius of Russia for the Nineteenth Century, 
and yet with all his genius, he showed some 
marked evidences of a lack of practical wis- 
dom. It is quite true that a man very wise 
in general, may be very far from wise in 
some particulars. If we do not misunder- 
stand Tolstoi, that was his case—a great 
man, but overcome by a weakness. This is 
the serious aspect of his life. He was a 
tower of strength and yet his strength seem- 
ed to pull down the house and leave the 
occupant helpless. 

Though a great thinker, he had evidently 
gone astray at some point in his thinking. 
He often went to the extremes of his own 
thought, and that, too, against the sanest 
judgment of the wisest men of the day im 
which he lived. 

As illustrating his odd ways of thinking 
and the extremes to which he allowed his 
thoughts to carry him, it is said that he 
regarded Shakespeare as no literary genius. 
This was his view, while the highest scholar- 
ship of all Christendom readily accords 
to Shakespeare a place of rare distinction 
in the literary world. Here Tolstoi’s judg- 
ment was far astray. 

Tolstoi was a disciple of the Christ, and 
evidently meant to take Christ for his ex- 
ample, and yet, as we see it, he strayed 
far from his great Exampler. He was an 
enthusiastic student of the New Testament, 
and yet his critics say that he went so far 
under the leadership of his own thoughts 
as to try to bend the New Testament to 
support his views. That is a danger point 
with us all, and the stronger the man, the 
greater is the danger. It has been said that 
Tolstoi by his great literary ability could 
make error seem like truth and truth seem 
like error. If so, in this he became the 
enemy of truth, not intentionally perhaps, 
but his great mind under a wrong method 
of thinking overmastered him and led him 
astray, till ere the end came he had attracted 
the attention of the civilized world to him- 
self, not as Tolstoi, the great writer and 
reformer, but to Tolstoi, the victim of a 
hallucination, viz.: That to serve his day 
and generation in the best and most helpful 
way, he must forsake his family and turn 
away from his great wealth and go down to 
the depths of poverty and make his living, if 
living it could be called, by making shoes; 
and with it all he separated himself from 
his wife and family, although she and his 
daughter were most devoted, and thus separ- 
ated from all the comforts of life, living 
in abject poverty, and alone in a peasant’s 
hut, he chose to spend his last days, and 
died away from his own home and loved 
ones. 

This ait drift of his life shows in a 
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‘remarkable manner the effects of wrong 
thinking, for while in many things his 
thoughts were wise and good, yet in this 
most of us will have to admit his folly as 
the outgrowth of a mistaken conception of 
the Christian life, for he was a disciple of 
Christ. Christ taught self-denial and sacri- 
fice, but always to serve some great and 
good end, and never for the mere sake of 
the act. Tolstoi got his ideas from the New 
Testament doubtless, but under some foreign 
influence he was led to pervert them, and 
we see the result in the last sad days of 
life, sacrifice and suffering, entailing many 
heart pangs upon his loved ones, with noth- 
ing in view as a_ beneficent result beyond 
the end itself. 

While he accepted the teachings of Christ, 
he got his eyes fixed upon a human leader 
in the person of Alexander I. of Russia, 
who was himself an oddity, though holding 
We get this 
Tra- 


and teaching many great truths. 
thought from Tolstoi’s own writings. 
dition gave Alexander I. a life much like 
Tolstoi, in his last days especially, tried to 
live. Tolstoi was a great admirer of the 
Emperor, and no doubt was unconsciously 
influenced by his example in abdicating his 
throne and living in poverty, as he thought, 
for the good of others. The purpose in both 
cases was good and commendable, but both 
missed the mark in not conforming to the 
higher and nobler ideals of Jesus in what He 
taught as to self-denial and personal sacri- 
fice. Here Tolstoi was misled, and instead 
of following Christ, he was following a man, 
who had himself been misled. This is the 
danger point in the life of any person. It 
is safe to accept the teachings of Jesus and 
to follow Him in thought, spirit, and pur- 
pose, but it is not safe to accept even the 
teachings of Jesus, if we are going to copy 
after the life and conduct of 
rather than Christ Himself. If we are not 
mistaken, in this Tolstoi made his mistake, 


some man, 


and this mistake proved to be serious for 
his last days on earth. 

Tolstoi was born to wealth as a Russian 
nobleman in the year 1828, but he was also 
born to a life of change and upheaval and 
conflict. His youth was spent in the lap of 
luxury. In 
a soldier in the Russian army and served 


his early manhood he became 
his country according to the requirements of 
the Russian government. From the life and 
service of the soldier he sought the fields of 
pleasure and spent some years in its enjoy- 
ment. 
and became a writer of great ability, and 
then in the sunset hour of life he added the 
capstone, or the climax of it all, by deserting 
his wife and family and wealth and home 
and going out aS a poor shoemaker, and so 
spent his last days in poverty, evidently hav- 
ing in mind the accomplishment of some good 
end in behalf of his fellow-men, for whose 
welfare he always had a big place in his 
heart. 


Then he took a fancy to literature 


Undoubtedly he is the most unique charac- 


ter in the world’s history for the last 
hundred years. Combine his _ intellectual 
strength with his wealth, with his social 


position, his fame as a writer, his courage as 
a reformer, his religious faith, his self-denial 
and personal sacrifice, his unselfish interest 
in the men and women of his day, and his 
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final wish to be separated from his loved 
and his choice to die in 
poverty among strangers, while all the world 
would have been so glad to give him every 
comfort that heart could wish, and we be- 
lieve that he stands out the one most unique 
character in ‘modern history in any part of 
the world.

That he was honest, that he was a disciple 
of Christ, that he loved God and desired to 
serve his day and generation in the most 
helpful question, 
not for a moment, and yet we must all regret 


way possible, we do not

Our estimate of the man must be made in 
charity. At best we see him through a glass 
hundred years, when the 
mists have rolled away, he will be seen in 
something like his true character. Either

and honor his’ memory as the greatest man 
of his day. Even though he sought to bend 
the New Testament to support his own 
peculiar views, as many think he did, yet 
we dare say that the gist of his ideas will 
stand closer to the Master’s teaching in the 
day of final accounts than will the teachings 
of many who criticised him, seeking to ob- 
scure the light of his life. 

Leo Tolstoi is dead, and yet he lives, and 
will live on in the life of the people of his 


own and succeeding generations. 
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AN IMPORTANT OCCASION 


Elsewhere in this issue we publish the 
eall of the Evangelical Alliance for the Week 
of Universal Prayer, for January 1-7, and 
with the call, the Topics Suggested for Uni- 
versal and United Prayer. The list named 
is remarkable for the facts presented and 
covers a wide range of the needs of the 
Church Universal. We hope it may be not 
only observed, but we sincerely ask that our 
readers study it well and carefully before 
the Week of Prayer. A mere reading will 
not serve the highest and best ends—the 
thought covered in the list of needs of the 
Church ought to be carefully studied as a 
preparation for the season named. May we 
suggest that at least once or twice a week 
the line of thought given be read aloud 
to the family, all studying it together and 
seek to imbue every one with its spirit. 


We direct special attention to what is 
said under the head of Confession as given 
in the last half of the first day’s service as 
there outlined. It is well calculated to put 
Christians to thinking, and ought to bring us 
all to our knees in protracted prayer, to 
much waiting on God, that the terrible 
situation as there suggested, may be speedily 
relieved and a day of larger and richer 
Christian faith, experience, and service may 
come to the Church of Christ. 

Think of the suggestions there offered as 
to the weakness of the Church in its influ- 
ence over the world, of the increasing love 
of luxury and lack of self-discipline so evi- 


dent among professing Christians, of the 


low appreciation of the Authority of God’s 
Word and of the sanctity of the Sabbath, of 
the prevailing disregard of the coming of 
the Lord, of the fact that the fear of God 
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and the desire to do His will have so little 
part in political and social life.” 

Brethren, if the situation is half as bad 
as there outlined, the Church has great cause 
to be alarmed for her own safety and for 
the salvation of the world. Would to God 
that the situation were only half as bad as 
there indicated. As a matter of fact we 
fear the opposite is true, we fear that the 
made out and presented by the 
Evangelical Alliance is two-fold worse than 
they make it to seem. In either event, we 
surely need not a week of prayer 
merely, but a life of prayer on the part of 
the Church of Christ everywhere.

ferring to the address: “It was a cold time 
for infidels.” We should like to see some 
infidel undertake to answer these “difficul- 
ties” at some suitable time and place in Dr. 
Summerbell’s presence. 

*** Dr. J. F. Burnett has been quite busy 
since the Convention at Troy, dedicating new 
houses of worship. He has dedicated one in 
Missouri, one in Iowa, and one in Indiana, 
and if we mistake not he has another on 
hand for an early date. That is just the 
kind of work we need to have done. We 
certainly ought to average one new church 
building dedicated every week the year 
through. Even that would be small work for 
the whole body of our people, for it would 
only mean that each 2,500 of our people were 
so laboring for the spread of the Gospel and 
for the building up of the Church as to set 
in motion plans which would bring forth a 
new church building each year, and that 
seems not more than might be reasonably ex- 
pected under proper training. Let us get to- 
gether and see what we can do for the Lord. 


*** Through Rev. A. D. Woodworth, D. D..,. 
we learn of the serious illness of Rev. A. J. 
Akers of the Western Indiana Christian Con- 
ference. Dr. Woodworth, writing from Farm- 
ersburg, Ind., under date of December 4, says: 
“T have just made a visit at the home of 
Bro. A. J. Akers, for many years one of the 
most earnest and faithful of the ministers of 
the Western Indiana Conference, now sixty- 
five years of age. Some six weeks ago he 
had a surgical operation and when I saw 
him a month ago, he was hopeful of recovery. 
That hope he has given up. His wife also 
is much worn out with constant watching and 
anxiety. These dear people need our prayers 
that God may sustain them in. the sore af- 
fliction through which they are passing, that 
they may feel that the eternal God is their 
refuge and that underneath are the everlast- 
ing arms.” 
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Saint John was commanded to write just 
three things in the apocalypse. He was com- 
manded to pen the things he had seen, the 
things which are, and the things which shall 
be hereafter. 

The book of Revelation is not: only a 
peculiar book, but a beautiful one as well, 
filled as it is with symbols, making it dif- 
ficult to understand unless you have the 
right key of interpretation. 

The book of Revelation is an _ historical 
book, a complete history of the Christian 
Church from its earliest period, until Christ 
shall come with power and glory. 

It is full of inspiration which the world 
cannot understand, and which the world can 
never take away. 

From an historical standpoint we might 
say that it is divided into three parts. First, 
From Pentecost until John was cast on the 
Isle of Patmos. Second, From that time 
until his death, and, Third, From his death 
embracing everything that shall come in the 
future. 

The first part of Revelation is devoted 
to the things which “thou hast seen and the 
things which are,” while the greater portion 
of it is the discussion of the things that shall 
be hereafter. 

I invite your attention to the short synopsis 
that shall follow on a part of the eighth and 
ninth chapters of Revelation. 

“And the seven angels which had the seven 
trumpets prepared themselves to sound. The 
first angel sounded, and there followed hail 
and fire mingled with blood, and they were 
east upon the earth: and the third part of 
trees was burnt up, and all green grass was 
burnt up.” 

From the time the first angel sounded to 
the last is a complete history of certain 
events that happened and will happen to the 
Christian Church from its beginning until 
the Christ shall come with glory and power. 

When the Gospel of Christ was started, 
and the power of salvation felt, multitudes 
became Christians. But no sooner was the 
Christian Church established than persecu- 
tion arose, and one-third of all the trees, 
or Christians, were destroyed under pagan 
Rome. They burned them at the stake and 
destroyed them in every conceivable way: 

They were the green trees, my brother, for 
the Christian “shall be like a tree planted 
by the rivers of water, that bringeth forth 
his fruit in his person; his leaf also shal) 
not wither; and whatsoever he doeth shall 
prosper.” To be sure all flesh is as grass, but 
the Christians are the green grass, and when 
the political power of pagan Rome fell upon 
them it reduced their number one-third. 

“And the second angel sounded, and as it 
were a great mountain burning with fire was 
cast into the sea: and the third part of the 
sea became blood.” 

Never in all the history of mankind has 
a mountain burning with fire been cast into 
‘the sea, nor has the third part of the sea 
turned into blood, and instead of a literal 
meaning we must look for a figurative one. 

Mountains when used in a figurative sense 
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always denote governments or races of peo- 
ple; but you would rather have the proof, 
wouldn’t you? So here it is. “The seven 
heads or seven mountains on which the 
woman sitteth.” Which has direct reference 
to the seven forms of government under 
pagan Rome. The sea here referred to has 
reference to the religions world of that 
time. , 

There was a sea church in John’s day. It 
was not a thousand little rivulets, ills, 
springs, and rivers. There was but one fam- 
ily on earth, the whole family of the Lord 
here in one body, made the sea John was 
talking about. 

Let us see what this government means, 
and look to history for the fulfillment of this 
part of the prophecy. This government that 
fell into the religious sea was pagan Rome 
which was on fire and had been for years. 
But where did it go? It went over into the 
Church and the result of its going is seen 
to-day in the Roman Church. And when 
Pagan Rome was swallowed up by the 
Church she lost one-third of her spirituality 
and to be separated from this power means 
death. The third part of her ships were 
destroyed, or her influence as a missionary 
church, and her power for doing good 
diminished one-third. 

“And the third angel sounded, and there 
fell a great star from heaven, burning as it 
were a lamp, and it fell upon the third part 
of the rivers, and upon the fountains of 
waters.” 

Here we have an account of a star falling 
from heaven, or a prominent and illustrious 
man starting a political and religious organ- 
ization. It looked like a lamp or candlestick 
which means a church, but it was a bitter 
one. This peculiar church had its origin 
in the East where nations and kingdoms 
first started and where they first held sway, 
hence John calls our attention to the rivers 
and the fountains of waters where this star 
first fell. Soon after the church was cor- 
rupted by pagan Rome, and immediately 
after this corruption of the church in the 
West, Mahomet started his church in the 
East. It was a bitter church, embittered 
against Christianity, Judaism, and idolatry. 
This church gained influence and power over 
one-third of the civilized countries of the 
East embracing as it did the Koran or death, 
which to the Christians was as bitter as 
wormwood. 

“And the fourth angel sounded, and the 
third part of the sun was smitten, and the 
third part of the moon, and the third part 
of the stars, so as the third part of them 
was darkened, and the day shone not for a 
third part of it, and the night likewise.” 

The sun here plainly implies the Bible, 
or a third part of which was taken from 
the people, and as a result of this the moon, 
the political and religious world, was smit- 
ten one-third, while the stars, prominent men 
in the early church, fell or went over into 
the Roman Catholic Church. This was the 
beginning of the Dark Ages. 

How do I know? John plainly says that 
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the day shone not for a third part of it 
which was at, least one thousand years, the 
darkest period of the Christian dispensation. 

The Christian day will at least be three 
thousand years or more. Two thousand have 
already passed and gone, and we have the 
thousand years in the future in which the 
Devil is to be bound. 

About one hundred and fifty years, or the 
darkest of the Dark Ages, when the Bible 
was taken from the people, when the sun 
was black as sackcloth, when the two wit- 
nesses were lying in the streets of the city, 
then it was that the penny merchants held 
ful] sway, selling their abominable doctrine, 
causing darkness to cover the face of the 
earth. 

“And the fifth angel sounded, and I saw 
a star fall from heaven unto the earth: and 
to him was given the key of the bottomless 
pit.” 

The sounding of the fifth angel’s trumpet 
brings us directly to that awful time in 
the Dark Ages when superstition was at its 
greatest height, embracing about one hundred 
and fifty years from near eleven hundred to 
twelve hundred and fifty. In the first verse 
of this, the ninth chapter, notice the per- 
sonal pronoun him, which proves conclsive- 
ly that stars falling from heaven means some 
notable personage. 

Looking to history we again find the ful- 
fillment of this prophecy, commencing with 
about the eleventh century when a certain 
pope of Rome claimed to have power to pray 
men and women out of purgatory, or to 
him was given the key of the bottomless 
pit. “And he opened the bottomless pit and 
there arose a smoke out of the pit as the 
smoke of a great furnace, and the sun and 
air were darkened by reason of the smoke 
of the pit.” 

Such a smoke of superstition came as to 
shroud in gloom the pure word of God. 

“And there came out of the smoke locusts 
upon the earth.” 


I said in the very beginning that the green 
trees and grass meant that the Christians 
were to be persecuted with fire and all the 
cruel instruments of torture which human 
ingenuity could devise. 


These were peculiar locusts, for they were 
not fed on any green things, for the green 
grass and green trees were to be left alone, 
because they were Christians and had the 
seal of God in their foreheads. It was woe 
to the men of the world now and they were 
hurt. | They likewise were not to kill any 
one, but to torment men five months or one 
hundred and fifty years. To the world it 
was almost an impossibility to counteract 
their greedy purpose, for they were entirely 
helpless in their hands. They had a king 
over them, an angel of the bottomless pit, a 
fit ruler indeed for such locusts. 

But the question is, Who are these locusts? 
They are the counterfeit preachers of the 
Dark Ages, the indulgence-sellers that pre- 
tended to pray men out of darkness, and 
promised to remit sins for money and to 
change the state of the dead for gain. But 
with what knowledge you have of the Bible, 
my brother, would you give a dime for their 
prayers to change the existing condition of 
your dead friends? It would be absurd to 
think so. 
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But not so with those that do not under- 
stand the Bible, for they would part with 
their last farthing to be reinstated as they 
believed in the paradise of God. 


These preachers had on their heads crowns 
like gold, they professed to be very good yet 
they were not, they were not the Lord’s 
people or His saints. They had hair as the 
hair of women signifying their effeminacy, 
their celibacy. They had as it were the 
teeth of lions and their breastplates as it 
were breastplates ef iron, showing their 
authority and the strength of the Roman 
Empire; and their wings as the sound of 
chariots, not like the Gospel wings which 
the four living creatures had, signifying their 
false system. And they wore stings in their 
tails. They poisoned the minds of people 
in every way and the poison is still with us, 
for men and women even now look too much 
to preachers and not enough to God. 

The remaining part of this chapter is 
devoted to the discussion of the doom that 
awaits the Roman Church, or Mystery, Baby- 
lon, as pertains more directly to her political 
power and influence. The ten kingdoms or 
horns revolted and would not support her 
any longer. 

It likewise brings to our minds how men 
shall fight and the instrument of destruction 
used, gunpowder, or as it is here used, fire, 
smoke and brimstone. 


This undoubtedly will be one of the 
plagues that shall curse our land and the 
world at large, bringing in as it does the 
awful loss of life and the number of men 
engaged, two hundred millions from that 
time until the nations shall beat their 
swords into ploughshares, and their spears 
into pruning hooks. 

May the time speedily come when the 
nations shall go out with joy, and be led 
forth with peace; when the mountains and 
hills shall break forth into singing, and all 
the trees of the field shall clap their hands.

Lost .Opportunities

After three years of absence I was privi- 
leged to attend the late session of the Indiana 
State Christian Conference, held at Warren, 
Indiana. This was a good session, and in 
many respects the same as years ago. A 
large number of ministers and lay delegates 
were the same we used to meet. Time had 
changed their looks some, but had not les- 
sened but increased their zeal for Christ 
and the Church. The usual routine of 
business was much the same as of former 
years, but the planning for greater work 
in the future was noticeable in every depart- 
ment of the conference work except in the 
Christian Endeavor department, which to 
our way of thinking, was somewhat neglect- 
ed, /yet we are hoping that through the 
efforts of the new Christian Endeavor 
Secretary and the hearty co-operation of the 
pastors and churches of the state that this 
important department of the conference 
work may be greatly augmented during the 
coming year. 

One disappointing surprise, not only to the 
writer but to the conference, was that the 
largest conference in the State Conference 
(The Eastern Indiana) failed to have even 
one ministerial, and but few lay delegates, 
present. This certainly was one of the lost 
opportunities for this conference, as well 
as for the State Conference, as this session 
was held almost within the bounds of this 
conference. When a conference or church 
fails to come in, or keep in touch with the 
general work and workers, it is sure to lose 
out. 

The spirit of missions -in the session was 
akin to the great missionary sessions of the 
American Christian Convention, held at 
Troy, Ohio. The mission spirit was evi- 
denced in all the sessions, but a special 
opportunity came on Wednesday night, when 
the house was crowded with an interested 


people to listen to the address of Dr. F. G. 
Coffin on Missions. Dr. A. D. Woodworth, 
in conducting the devotional service, breath- 
ed into the session the real spirit of missions. 
Dr. Coffin’s address was second to none 
given at the great mission meeting at 
Troy on that Monday night, either in 
eloquence, ability, information or spirit, and 
the spirit of missions was felt by every one. 
An opportunity for a repetition of that 
memorable Monday night was at hand—but 
lost and forever fost. The only excuse was 
that the program had not provided for taking 
an offering. After the benediction many 
expressed themselves, as the writer felt— 
that a great opportunity for missions was 
lost. 

We verily believe that $1,000 would have 
been as freely given that night as was the 
$5,000 at Troy. That opportunity is in the 
past. May we profit by it in the future by 
always being ready to act when God’s Spirit 
moves on the hearts of the people. 

The good seed was well sown, but we 
must say—a great opportunity for mission- 
giving was lost.

It pays to get a right, good education. 
The first twenty-five or more years should 
be spent in this most important work. God 
had Moses in training eighty years. A young 
mother once asked an aged lady, “When is 
the best time to begin to teach my child?” 
“Twenty years before its birth,’ was the 
reply, i. e. she should have begun with 
herself when a little girl. “A thing well 
begun is half done.’ “Blood tells.” Also 
environment. 

I have often noticed of those in the 
habit of going to church, that their ancestors 
were so before them. Parents, for the sake 
of their own children, and those of their 
neighbors, need this right, good education, 
in the right use of the English 
language; and habits which are pure and 


in the home; 


clean, from the use of tobacco, and all stimu- 
lating, intoxicating drinks. If they find they 
have inherited appetites for tobacco and 
stimulating, intoxicating drinks, they will 
have to watch and fight the harder to over- 
come the evil inclination with good. 

If their environments are low and im- 
moral, as is shown by the many mobs and 
lynchings that have been in many places, 
they should move out and into a better en- 
vironment for the sake of their children. 
Or, if this is impossible, then they will have 
to watch and fight all the harder to over- 
come the evil influences. Joseph grew up 
amid very unfavorable surroundings, like a 
pure white lily, sweet scented, from a mud- 
dy, stagnant pool. So Jesus at Nazareth. 
But Jesus had a most godly mother, with 
Joseph in the home, also * * * The value 
of the right word spoken in season, or a 
deed done, to a child, may be worth more 
to that child than all the time and money 
spent by the parents in getting the right, 
good education. 


There is a wide difference in the right 
meaning of the words knowledge and educa- 
tion. Knowledge puffeth up; but the right, 
good education makes one humble and realize 
how little he knows compared with what 
there is to be known. Mere knowledge is 
like living all one’s days in a little valley; 
education is like climbing up the mountain, 
where you can see far and wide; and the 
little valley is but a speck of this great 
world. We all have heard of the old woman, 
who, having lived all her days in a little 
valley, being invited to the wedding of a 
relative who lived over a high hill, thought 
she would go. When at the top of the hill 
she exclaimed, “La, me! Who ever thought 
this world was half so large!” 


The infant child, to begin with, should 
have well-educated, devoted Christian par- 
ents, in a home surrounded with heavenly 
influences. The first two years are most 
important. And when he begins to go to 
school, the teacher should be very truthful, 
and a true Christian. The children in their 
play and recitation should never deceive. It 
is very, very sad to see how many children 
think nothing of deceiving one another in 


their sports; and college boys, their teachers, 
in recitations. 

“"Tis the mind that makes the man.” 
Education merely develops what is in the 
mind. It does not put anything into it. Like 
the muscles, it grows by exercise; or like 
the seed, education merely develops the 
germs in it. The idiot is a person whose 
mind has no germs in it to develop. The 
blind and deaf child may have a mind with 
many important germs, if one can get at 
them to develop them. Educate a savage, 
and without the moral and spiritual develop- 
ment he will be a savage still, only a 
hundred times more dangerous. ‘Knowledge 
is power.” But educated knowledge is much 
more powerful. 

It is impossible to gain this right, good 
education without beginning in early life 
with the Great Teacher, who speaks, 
“never a man spake like this man.” “Learn 
of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart, 
and ye shall find rest to your souls.” Matt. 
11: 29. ° 

If “’Tis the mind that makes the man,” 
the great object in going to school should 
be to have “a sound mind in a sound body.” 
The mind must be trained to think rightly, 
to study, to investigate carefully, wisely. 
broadly. To do this wisely day after day, 
and year after year, a person needs a sound 
mind in a sound body. Therefore, the great 
need of wise Christian parents to train from 
birth the child, physically, mentally and 
spiritually. The last is most important be- 
cause when developed it uses the mental and 
physical in its service. 

A person may have great physical powers 
and education and yet be very unwise. 
Therefore, with all thy getting, get wisdom. 
wisdom is the chief thing. Wisdom is doing 
the best thing in the best way at the best 
time. And spending the first twenty-five 
years, or more, in getting a right, good 
education is doing the best thing in the best 
time, and in the best way, if we do it 
heartily as unto the Lord, and not unto men. 
A child may have more wisdom than a man. 
Samuel was wiser than Eli. The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of wisdom 
and only the beginning. We must con- 
tinue to fear the Lord and keep His 
commandments if we would grow wiser 
and wiser. As the years go by we realize 
more and more that we have made no mis- 
take in beginning in early life to follow the 
advice of wise Christian friends. And Jesus 
is the first and greatest of these friends. 
As the physical fails and the mental and 
spiritual grow we see that a right, good 
education pays more and more in real hap- 
piness, that it is better than millions of 
money.

A COINCIDENCE 


Attending a meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society in 
New York recently, I was struck with the 
fact that we are not the only body counsel- 
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ling to avoid entangling indebtedness, and 
to use economy in the management of 
benevolent resources. The American Bible 
Society was doing the same thing. 

This Society is an immense concern. Its 
business extends to all parts of the world. 
It has large endowments. The $1,000,000 of 
the Mrs. Sage endowment is not all that 
has been recently added. Besides, they have 
rich benefactors who make liberal donations 
every year. And they have an auxiliary 
aid from societies and religious bodies all 
over the land. Their ‘resources are large. 
And yet the demand for their work is 
greater than their means to meet them. 
They supplement, aid, and in many cases 
anticipate missionary work for all denomi- 
nations. They procure and publish trans- 
latians of the Bible in nearly all the 
languages of the people where missionaries 
go. And doors are opening to them more 
and more. As on a smaller scale with our 
Missionary Board, they are in a strait be- 
tween greater demands and inndequate sup- 
ply. They are obliged to anticipate their 
income, or refuse imperative demands and 
inviting opportunities. So the caution is 
thrown out :—Economize to the last extent! 
Use the best business methods! Don’t run 
in debt beyond the ability to meet it 
promptly! 

This is all well. But where does the 
responsibility rest? The appeal is to those 
who have money, especially to those from 
whom the caution comes. If you want the 
work done and no debt to be incurred, the 
means is in your hands, it belongs to God. 
It is for you to furnish the money where- 
with your wishes can be met. The non- 
Christian world is stretching forth its hands 
for the Gospel. Shall the cry be heeded? 
Or will we talk, “economy,” keep the money 
in our pockets, and let the hungering starve? 
This is a question which confronts the 
Christian world everywhere.

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Gifts and Promises---A Legal Aspect 





Rev. W. J. Warrener gives important information for people interested in church 
building enterprises. 


In giving property of any kind, for relig- 
ious purposes, by subscription, donation or 
bequest, too much care cannot be exercised. 

Clear statements should be made as to 
the purpose for which the money or other 
property is promised or given, and as to 
time of payment or delivery. 

Ambiguity of language or uncertainty in 
expression must be avoided, so that possible 
misunderstanding and consequent trouble 
may be averted. 

A promise to give is a mere offer till legal 
acceptance is made by the persons properly 
authorized to accept the same, and it may 
be revoked at any time before such accept- 
ance; so, if the promisor die or become 
insane before such acceptance, the promise 
is void. 

The promise to pay toward the liquidation 
of a debt carries with it no legal obligation, 
and it is not recoverable by legal process, 
unless on the faith of the promised donation 
or subscription list, money is borrowed. 
The promise then becomes a binding obliga- 
tion, because liability has been incurred. 

Benefit to promisor, money expended, pe- 
ecuniary liability incurred, work done in 
faith of promises, or prejudice or trouble to 
promisee, all constitute valid considerations, 
but the soliciting of promises, collecting 
same, and payment of a debt already in 
existence does not constitute a valid con- 
sideration. 

Consent for another to sign a name to 
a subscription list is a written contract, 
binding on the person authorizing, and 
several subscription papers used for the 
same purpose are regarded as one paper. 

A promise to pay a certain amount for a 
stipulated purpose cannot be collected unless 
the conditions are complied with. Work 
done, money expended, or liabilities incur- 
red, must be for the purpose promised or 
the promise is void. 

Thus money or other property promised 
for the purchase or erection of a church 
of a particular denomination cannot be re- 
covered if the church is owned and used 
by another denomination, or if the money 
is promised for a school and a church is 


built, or if the money is promised for the- 


payment of a minister of a certain faith 
and a minister of another faith is employed, 
the promise is void, because the conditions 
have not been complied with. 

When the money is paid or other property 
is delivered, the donor loses all control over 
it, and if it is used for any other purpose 
than that he gave it for, he cannot recover 
it by civil process, neither has he standing 
in court to prevent its diversion, unless he 
be a trustee of the institution for the benefit 
of which the property was given, or he is 
a beneficiary. 


If, however, in the promise to pay, the 
deed of gift, or bequest, a reversionary 
clause was inserted stating, that if the prop- 
erty was used for any other purpose than 
that for which it was given, then it should 
be recoverable by the donor, it could be 
recovered; or, if a hostile interest is created 
by the provision that in the event that the 


property is improperly used, it shall go for 
some other purpose, or to some other body, 
there is a better opportunity to prevent 
diversion, because those having hostile in- 
terests have standing in court, and something 
to contend for. 

Work done by request of a promisor is 
a valid consideration. 

Change of faith or opinion of a promisor 
does not release him from his obligations. 

Payment of money by some, though the 
conditions on which the promises were made 
have not been complied with, imposes no 
obligation to pay on the part of the others 
until the conditions are complied with. 
Extension of time to one does not release 
another’s obligation as to time. 

Promises obtained by fraudulent misrepre- 
sentation are void, and property obtained by 
unlawful means cannot be retained. 

Written conditions cannot be disputed by 
parol evidence. 

Promises made to an _ unincorporated 
society for certain purposes are recoverable 
by it after incorporation. 

In the acceptance of promises to pay, or 
property of any kind by donation or bequest, 
trustees must act officially. 

Too much care cannot be exercised in 
these matters, and they should see to it that 
every condition is fully complied with, and 
every necessary legal step taken. 

Full quotations from over fifty different 
cases tried in courts of last resort are given 
in the new book on ecclesiastical law en- 
titled “Churches in the Courts” which amply 
sustain every statement made in this article. 
The proper thing to do when money is 
promised to pay off an indebtedness in con- 
nection with church enterprises is for the 
trustees of the fund to meet as soon as 
possible and officially aecept the same. Next 
they should borrow money on the faith of 
the subscription list and with it pay off the 
indebtedness. When these two things are 
done every promise becomes valid and col- 
lectable by law. Some may say that money 
promised for such purposes should not be 
collected by legal process. But if a person 
die who has promised, no matter how large 
the estate left, the executor dare not pay 
the promised sums unless the law has been 
fully complied with. :

A PREACHER’S EXPERIENCE 

One must have considerable experience in 
dealing with people of various types of 
character, in order to have a fairly correct 
knowledge of human nature, either at its 
best or its worse. It has often been said 
that experience is a dear teacher, yet it gives 
valuable lessons. A minister, who has long 
served churches and has been pastor of 
strong ones, gives the following bit of his 
experience as a supply for pulpits: “Dr. — 
is not a D. D., but an M. D. While pastor 
of a church he graduated in medicine and 
began to pratice, retaining his pastorate. In 
his medical practice he told me that he was 
doing well, that the last month he had made 
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$600, in addition to his church salary. He 
is a single man and should be piling up 
the money every week. He had a case that 
required his services on a Sunday morning.’ 
He asked me to take his place in the pulpit. 
He received a large medical fee for -his 
morning’s work, plus his salary from the 
church, and I received a smile—a ghostly 
smile.” 

Well, I think that, had I been in the place 
of the supply-preacher, I would not have let 
the matter drop there. I would have made 
out a bill for my service and placed it in 
the hands of an attorney for collection. I 
have never done such a thing, nor have I 
ever sued any one; nor, again, have I ever 
been treated in such a manner; but why 
should a minister; any more than any other 
man, tamely submit to such an outrage as 
that was? The pastor of the kind that that 
one was ought to be made to pay his debts. 
He gave evidence of being a thoroughly dis- 
honest man, and also very mean. And he 
occupied the office of a Christian minister! 
Oh, the shame of it! And what shall be 
said of the church which retains such a man 
as pastor, if the members know his real 
character? Be a manly minister!

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Eternal Life

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“The gift of God is eternal life through 





Jesus Christ our Lord.” “In hope of eternal 





life which God promised.” 








The question has often been asked, What 
is “Eternal Life’? Does it mean to live in 
heaven forever?—if not, what does it mean? 

Most people have the idea that “eternal 
life’ means an unending life of happiness 
in heaven where their employment will be 
singing and praising God. Although this 
will, in all probability, be a part of the 
employment of the Christian, yet that is not 
the meaning of the expression “eternal life” 
as used by Christ and His aposties in the 
New ‘Testament. The translation of the 
Greek words aionios zoe by eternal life is 
very unfortunate indeed. In the New Testa- 
ment these Greek words do not have the 
meaning of unending life like the English 
words “eternal life.” The classic meaning 
of “aion” is age or dispensation, either limit- 
ed or unlimited, duration or period of time, 
past, present, or future, etc. “Aionios” is an 
adjective derived from ‘“aion,” and in the 
New Testament should not be translated “eter- 
nal,” but, for want of a _ better word in 
English, by “enduring.” The great trouble 
in translating it is the English language has 
no word, words, or phrases equivalent to 
it. Consequently translators have made use 
of a large variety of words and phrases in 
translating it—each one making it conform 
to his idea of the eternal future state of 
men. The Universalists and Unitarians 
claim it means “age” or dispensation only, 
and is limited as to time or duration, at the 
end of which every man wilk again have 
another chance, under more favorable en- 
vironments, to secure his -salvation and 
heaven. The particular meaning of these 
words depends upon the subject under con- 
sideration in the passages where used. As 
teachers of Greek say, “The context deter- 
mines its meaning.” 

If “aionios zoe’ means in the New Testa- 
ment to live or exist forever, then the wicked 
have eternal life as well as the righteous 
which is contrary to the teachings of Christ 
and His apostles; for we read in 

Matt. 25:46—‘“These shall go away into 
everlasting punishment,” and also in........ 

Rev. 20: 10—“And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire and brim- 
stone where the beast and the false prophets 
are, and they shall be tormented day and 
night forever and ever,” in which, this same 
Greek word aionios is used that is else- 
where translated “eternal’’? as in “eternal 
life.’ It is however clearly taught in the 
Bible that the devil, fallen angels and un- 
godly men will live (exist) in a state of 
punishment just as long as the righteous live 
in heaven. Christ and His apostles frequent- 
ly used these words, but He gave them a far 
different meaning than to live forever, or 
for an age in a state of happiness. In their 
use of these words, the main thought, was, 
and is, our relation to or standing with God. 
by being born again or renewed in the spirit 
of our mind or soul, and thus set free from 
the bondage of sin. and the curse of the 
Mosaic law and are delivered from the death 
pronounced on sin. Christ and His apostles 


gave aion and aionios a new meaning, one 
suited to this new, or God-life which He was 
setting up, just as He did to the words 
“water,” “born again,” “bread of life,” etc. 
The contexts of His discourses clearly show 
its meaning. 

Now let us go back to the prophecies respect- 
ing Christ and His mission. First, There 
are the prophecies of Jeremiah and Ezekiel 
respecting the Christian era. 

Jeremiah 31:31-33—‘“Behold the days 
come saith the Lord, that I will make a 
new covenant with the house of Israel, and 
with the house of Judah; not according to 
the covenant that I made with their fathers 
in the day that I took them by the hand to 
bring them out of the land of Egypt; which 
my covenant they break, although I was an 
husband unto them, saith the Lord: but this 
is. the covenant that I will make with the 
house of Israel; after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts and will 
be their God and they shall be my people.” 

Ezekiel 11: 19—“And I will give them one 
heart (see Acts 4:32) and I will put a new 
spirit within them, and I will take the stony 
heart out of their flesh, and I will give them 
a heart of flesh, that they may walk in my 
statutes and keep my ordinances, and obey 
them: and they shall be my people and I 
will be their God.” 

Ezekiel 36: 25-27—“Then will I sprinkle 
clean water (the Gospel) upon you, and ye 
shall be clean: from all your filthiness, and 
from all your idols will I cleanse you, and a 
new heart also will I give you, and a new 
spirit will I put within you, and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your flesh, and I 
will give you a heart of flesh: and I will put 
my Spirit within you, and cause you to walk 
in my statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments and do them.” 

Jeremiah 31:34 * * * “And ye_ shall 
teach no more every man his neighbor, and 
every man his brother, saying, know the 
Lord: for they shall all know me, from the 
least of them unto the greatest of them: for 
I will forgive their iniquity. and will re- 
member their sins no more.” 

John 3:—“There was a man of the Phari- 
sees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews 
who came to Jesus by night to inquire about 
his doctrine. * * * Jesus answered and said 
unto him, “Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto 
him, How can a man be born again when he 
is old? 

“Jesus answered, Verily, verily I say unto 
thee except a man be born of the water (of 
Life), and of the Spirit he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. That which is born of 
the flesh, is fiesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again.” 

John 6: 63—"It is the Spirit that quicken- 
eth, the flesh profiteth nothing; the words 
that I speak unto you, they are spirit and 
they are life. Ye must be born again, not 
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of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of 
the will of man, but of God.—born again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible by 
the word of God, which liveth and abideth 
forever; whereby are given unto us ewceed- 
ing great and precious promises: that by 
them ye might be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the corruption, that 
is in the world through lust. In Christ Jesus 
neither circumcision availeth anything, nor 
uncircumcision, but @ new creature.” Paul 
says, ’ 2 

“In Christ Jesus have I begotten you 
through the gospel.” 

“Of His own will begat He us with the 
word of truth, that we should be a kind of 
first fruit of His creatures.” 

In the regeneration of man there is a 
marvelous transformation or regeneration of 
the spirit or mind in man. The verb, re- 
generate, means to reproduce or make anew; 
to form into a new or better state. This 
is the recreating of the heart of man. The 
steps are: First, there is the forgiveness of 
past sins upon the repentance of the sinner, 
whereupon the Holy Spirit enters and ap- 
plies the blood of Jesus which cleanseth 
the heart from the defilement of past sins. 
Then the divine life that was in Jesus is 
implanted and the heart renewed, or trans- 
formed, so as to correspond to the nature 
of God in love—love for righteousness—love 
of divine things—love for all mankind and 
hatred of sin—and love for the association 
with the pure and holy. The Word of God 
is his delight day and night. The things 
of the world that he dearly loved before, 
he now hates .and abhors, and the things 
pertaining to religion which he formerly 
hated, he now dearly loves. 

God said to Saul by the mouth of Samuel, 
“The Spirit of the Lord shall come upon 
thee and thou shalt be changed into 
another man”; and Paul says, “Therefore 
if any man be in Christ he is a new creat- 
ure; old things aré passed away; all things 
are become new.” 

In the foregoing quotations and remarks 
we see that the element of time does not 
enter into the expression “eternal life.” All 
through the New Testament all that is af- 
firmed of eternal life refers solely to the 
moral character condition of man in the 
eyes of God and man’s relation to God. 
Jesus, at several different times when asked 
about eternal life, said to the Jews: 


Mark 12:30—“Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind, and with all thy strength:’ This is 
the first commandment, and the second is 
like it, viz: “Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself.” 


Matthew 10:37—“He that loveth father 
or mother more than me is not worthy of 
me, and he that loveth son or daughter more 
than me is not worthy of me, and he that 
taketh not up his cross and followeth after 
me is not worthy of me”’—that is, is not a 
fit person to enter heaven and enjoy its 
blessings. 

John 17:3—“This is eternal life that they 
might know Thee the only true God and 
Jesus Christ whom Thou hast sent”—to know 
persons we must associate with them till 
we know them by personal contact and 
learn their disposition and character. 

I John 5:20—“We know that the Son 
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of God is come and hath given us an under- 
standing that we may know him that is 
true; and we are in him that is true even 
in his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true 
God and eternal life. The kingdom of God 
is not meat and drink, but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy of the Holy Spirit in 
the hearts” 

Eternal life is. the divine—the God- 
life that was in Jesus now implanted in the 
soul of man, which transforms and regener- 
ates him so fully that he hates the ways 
of the world that he formerly dearly loved, 
and now loves God and His people with all 
his heart—loves the things pertaining to 
God and His Kingdom—loves uprightness of 
life—loves honesty in all his dealings—chas- 
tity in all his communications and relations 
with mankind. Profanity, evil speaking and 
the like are detestable to him. As long as we 
are united to Jesus, and He dwells in us 
(for He is the embodiment of eternal life) 
we have eternal life and no longer. It is 
the divinity in man that is heir to the in- 
heritance of heaven, and not intellectuality. 
Heaven is not an imaginary but a real 
place; and eternal life is not an imaginary 
thing but a real transformation of the moral 
nature of man in which he is conscious of 
the change of heart and knows that he, 
without any effort on his part, now loves 
that which he did not love before and now 
hates that which he loved. 

When we are fiilled with the love of God, 
we then know the love of God by experience, 
just as we know anything else by exper- 
ience. When we experience the love of God, 
we know God by experience. He becomes 
real to us. We khow Him better than 
we know our own father and mother. Simply 
believing that Jesus is the Son of God 
does not transform the moral nature of 
man. It is a mere intellectual belief. The 
devils know and believe He is the Son of 
God and tremble with fear. 

A man may be religious—may go to 
church—may partake of the sacrament— 
may say prayers—may be a church member 
and yet not be saved or even be what 
people call a Christian man. He must be 
born again—must undergo the moral trans- 
formation, or he is lost forever. He is dead 
so far as he is related to God and heaven. 
All his religion is of his head and not of 
the heart. It is this God-life in man that 
elevates him to a higher moral plane of 
life. Man cannot elevate himself to a 
higher moral plane of life. He may cut off 
many bad practices, but his moral nature 
remains the same that it was before. He 
has simply stopped some of the outward 
exhibitions of it. The higher, or God-life 
must come down to, and lay hold upon 
the lower and, transforming it, lift it up 
to the higher plane of life. No man can 
elevate his fellow-man to a higher plane 
of morality than that on which he himself 
stands. Like teacher, like pupil—like 
preacher, like people. This applies to the 
preacher as well as to the common people. 
If the eye is the light of the body, the 
Spirit of God is the light of the soul. But 
if that Spirit be the spirit of darkness, how 
great must that darkness be! John 
made eternal life very plain when he 


‘said, “And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in His Son. 


“He that hath the Son 
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hath the life, and he that hath not the Son 
hath not life.” Jesus says, “Behold I stand 
at the door and knock; if any man hear my 
voice and open the door (of his heart) J 
will come unto him and will sup with him 
and he with me. I am the true vine, and 
my Father is the husbandman* * * Abide 
in me and I in you. As a branch cannot 
bear fruit of itself except it abide in the 
vine, no more can ye except ye abide in me. 
ft am the vine ye are the branches. He 
that abideth in me, and I in him the same 
bringeth forth much fruit, for without me 
ye can do nothing. If a man abide not in me, 
he is cast forth us a branch and is withered; 
and men gather them and cast them into 
the fire and they are burned. * * * If ye 
keep my: commandments ye shall abide in 
my love even as I have kept my Father's 
commandments and abide in his love, * * * 
In that day ye shall know that I am in my 
Father and ye in me and 1 in you. If any 
man really loves me he will keep my words: 
and my father will love him and we will 
come unto him and make our abode with 
him, * * * Now Father 1 pray for these that 
they may be one: as thou Father art in 
me and I in thee, that they also may be one 
in us. * * * J in them and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one. He that 
is joined unto the Lord is united to him in 
one Spirit, and is of one Spirit.” 

Paul says, “Anow ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Spirit which 
is in you, which ye have of God? Now the 
Most High dwelleth not in the temples made 
with hands; as saith the prophet, Heaven 
is my throne and this earth is my footstool: 
what house will ye build me? saith the 
Lord: or where is the place of my rest? 
Hath not my hands made all these things? 
But ye as lively stones are built up a spirit- 
ual house, a holy priesthood, to offer up 
spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ. Ye are a chosen generation, 
a holy priesthood, a peculiar. people; sthat 
ye should show forth the praises of Him 
who hath called you out of darkness into 
his marvelous light: for ye are the temple 
of the living God: as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them; and I will be their God and 
they shall be my people.” 

Now the teachings of the foregoing is that 
eternal life is the transformation of the 
moral character of man so as to correspond 
with the moral character of God, and thus 
elevate him up to God and, so to speak, 
link him on to God and thereby make him 
a brother of Jesus Christ. 

The holy Christian man is a higher spirit 
being than the angels and he will participate 
in judging them—I Cor. 6:2, 3. After he 
enters heaven it will be as impossible for 
him to sin as it’ is impossible for Jesus 
Christ to sin. Like Jesus he will be tempta- 
tion-proof because of the divine nature in 
him. I John 3:9. 

Eternal life has to do only with the life 
and conduct of man in this and the next 
world. It is always in the present tense— 
to-day, moment by moment, never in the 
future tense. The time element does not 
enter into it at all. Jesus said, I am come 
that they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly. No time 
in abundantly. 





It may be asked by some, Wity did Jesus. 
use the word dion and aionios which means. 
age or dispensation (i. e.) limited time? 
Jesus was about to set up a spiritual king- 
dom -on earth—a type of the heavenly—a 
kingdom wherein God could dwell among 
and in His subjects—a kingdom of right- 
eousness and holiness. This kingdoni usher- 
ed in a new age or dispensation, a dispensa- 
tion that should endure to the end of all 
time in heaven and earth. As this new 
kingdom was the beginning of a new age 
or dispensation in the world Jesus saw fit 
to use the word aion to represent it. When- 
ever the expression, “In the beginning,” is 
used in the Scriptures, it refers to the time 
of Adam. So now aion refers to the begin- 
ning of the Christian dispensation; and 
aion zoe means the divine life set up in 
the heart of man by Jesus in the beginning 
of the Christian dispensation.

look up, there are blessings waiting for you.

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Should We Enforce the Pledge?

This question has been asked oftener, and I 
think has perplexed more peop!e who were 
earnestly trying to do the right, than any 
question I have had to deal with in the 
Christian Endeavor work. I think our 
whole trouble is derived from a false idea 
or meaning of the pledge. 

Many of our people think the pledge is 
only a form of creed, but this is a false idea 
of the meaning of the pledge. A creed is to 
cause us to believe something, while a pledge 
is to cause us to do something. Let me 
illustrate. I ask you to accept the Bible 
as set forth in some confession of faith. I 
am offering you a creed. But I ask you to 
promise to live up to the teachings of the 
Bible (no interpretation being placed on it) 
to the best of your ability, I am presenting 
or asking of you a covenant or pledge. I 
think none could oppose a pledge if he fully 
understood its meaning. 

To show that it is both biblical and Chris- 
tian, let us turn to the Holy Writ. Turn 
to Gen. 6:18. God said to Noah, “But 
with thee will I establish my covenant; and 
thou shalt come into the ark.” Also Gen. 9: 8. 
‘To Abraham, see Gen. 15:18, “In the same 
day the Lord made a covenant with Abra- 
ham.” Also Gen. 17:2. “And I will make 
my covenant between me and thee.” Many 
others we might give, both in the Old and 
New Testament, as Gen. 17:19; 26:3; 
28:13; Heb. 8:4-12; 12: 18-24; and 13: 20. 
Sufficient are these to show that pledging 
(or covenanting, which means the same) is 
biblical and Christian and clearly taught as 
a necessity. 

But let us notice some of the benefits to 
be derived from taking the Christian En- 
deavor pledge. 

First, In too many of our societies we 
have persons disinterested in Christian work, 
and often more detrimental than beneficial 
to our work. By urging all to take and live 
up to the pledge you dispose of all such 
material. 

Second, The pledge causes zealousness and 
spirituality as well as activity. We promise to 
strive to do whatever Christ would have us to 
do. To make it the rule of our life to pray and 
to read the Bible every day, unless hindered 
by some reason acceptable to God. I know 
church members who only read the Bible 
on Sundays, and pray during a big meeting. 
Again we promise to take some part aside 
from singing and to be present at all meet- 
ings unless prevented by good reason. Fur- 
thermore we promise to be loyal and to 
support our own church in every way pos- 
sible. - 

Would not the enforcing of such grand 
and noble principles be of great value to 
any society? It would cause a zealousness 
and loyalty to our God and His cause that 
had been unequaled by mortals before. May 
God give us Christians who are not afraid 
to pledge themselves for service. 

One says the pledge will be broken if 
taken. How many have vowed to be true 
to God and failed? Only by renewing their 
vow to God have they won heaven and im- 


mortal glory. Another says there are: times 
when it is almost impossible to live up to the 
pledge. That is solved in the clause, “Unless 
prevented by some cause which I can give 'to 
my Lord and Master, Jesus Christ.” 

Now this pledge is not to man, but to God. 
Take the card home, sign it and place it 
where it may serve as a reminder to you. 

Again you may change the pledge 
to meet the needs of your local society. 
You do not have to all adopt the model 
pledge, but every society should adopt a 
pledge and urge all of its members to sign 
it, then urge them kindly, and encourage 
them to live up to it.

Thou knowest not which 
of all thy kind words and generous deeds 
shall bring forth fruit a hundred-fold, nor 
whether indeed every seed of honest planting 
shall not ripen to the harvest. There is a fine 
sporting flavor about it that appeals to the 
dash of healthy recklessness which is in 
our blood. Sometimes a definite effort will 
accomplish a definite end. You set out to do 
a certain thing; you lay your plans; you do 
the work. So be it. It is good to get im- 
mediate results from expenditure of money, 
thought and toil. But taking life in the large 
you are satisfied if the myriad of activities 
with which your days are charged are some- 
how making for the ultimate goal. You sow 
in the morning your seed, and in the evening 
you are sowing still. You do not know 
which shall prosper, this or that, but so long 
as something prospers and the harvest is 
assured all is well.—Charles F. Aked.

THE KINDNESS OF SILENCE 


Solomon wrote these wise words: “A time 
to keep silence.” How much do we need to 
know just when we ought to keep silent in 
regard to certain affairs! 

It requires good sense in one to decide 
when to keep silent, and when to speak. 
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But we need not be as wise as Solomon 
was in order to know that the law of kind- 
ness demands that we should avoid repeat- 
ing the story of another person’s disgraceful 
mishap. .Yet how apt all of us are to hasten 
to tell others all about the shameful con- 


dition into which one of our citizens recently 
fell! 


We excuse ourselves from the charge of 
wrong-doing by saying that we were only 
telling the “news” of the day. We are tempt- 
ed to tell the “latest news,” even though 
we would not want others to tell the same 
kind of news about ourselves, if we, or some 
of our family, had occasioned it. Rev. Dr. 
J. R. Miller gives such wholesome words 
on this subject that I quote them: “The 
kindness of silence is something we all might 
bestow much oftener than we do. Granted 
that we do not indulge in scandal when we 
know of the distress and humiliation that 
has befallen a friend’s household in the 
wrong-doing of one of its members, we tell 
the tale only pityingly and with every ex- 
tenuating circumstances, yet why tell it at 
all? If it were of our own beloved that 
had stumbled into sin and disgrace—if our 
home had been rent with bitterness and dis- 
sension, would we not bless the friendship 
that, so far as possible, closed its eyes and 
sealed its lips, and that could be trusted 
not to repeat what it perforce had seen and 
heard? Surely this is a place where the 
Golden Rule might have much wider practice 
than it has—the shielding of others by 
silence as we would have our own shielded.” 
Permit me to say that for many years 
I have tried to act on the principle stated 
in these words. As a correspondent for 
secular papers, during many years, I have 
always kept silent in regard to unhappy ex- 
periences in families, and in individual 
instances, I have often said that if a 
certain disgrace had occurred in my own 
family, I would not want others to spread 
the news.

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Magnifying Our Office

Paul said: “Inasmuch as I am the apostle 
of the Gentiles, I magnify mine office.” 

Though Paul was not one of the chosen 
apostles yet his apostleship was none the 
less important in the great work of the 
Kingdom. He may be called the Missionary 
Apostle. 

Our office may be considered as our calling. 
The place where we are working is our office, 
then let us magnify our work by putting our 
best effort, our talent, our energy, and our 
very life into it. Seeking first of all to 
emulate Christ in deed as well as word. 
“Whether ministry, let us wait on our minis- 
tering.” Not magnifying the minister but 
the ministering. Brethren, is it not true that 
it is the minister to be exalted rather than 
his ministering, in the ottice. we are holding? 
This ought not to be. “He that teacheth 
’ exalts the truth in preference to 
the teacher, “for he that exalteth himself 
shall be abased, and he that humbleth him- 
self shall be exalted.” “He that giveth with 
simplicity,” not to be seen of men, nor for

any mercenary purpose, but from the heart 
the gift should come. “The gift without the 
giver is no gift at all.”’ “He that -ruleth 
with diligence,” diligent in execution of his 
oath of office instead of catering to the 
lobbyist. “He that sheweth mercy with 
cheerfulness,” not with a begrudging frown 
as if we would not be rewarded, “for what- 
soever ye do unto the least of these, my 
brethren, ye do it unto me.” 

A thing magnified is better seen, better 
understood, better appreciated, brought clos- 
er, etc. Things are revealed which otherwise 
would not have been seen at all. For in- 
stance let us think of the  one-celled 
perymissium, which is so very small that 
it must be magnified several thousand 
diameters before it can be seen. Just so 
many geod and living things and principles 
are not seen because they are not magnified 
and brought to the vision of the people. “My 
people perish for the want of a_ vision.” 
I think we ministers are largely responsible 
for the vision of our congregations, hence, 
if this be true, let us so magnify the truth 
that those of the narrowest vision may 
see clearly. And when they have seen -they 
will believe, when they believe they will 
do, and when they have done they will be 
blessed. 


A magnified office does not mean an exag- 
gerated one, but one that is well filled and 
rightly appreciated, when we are really 
proud, of our office and not of ourselves. 
Then we will devote the necessary time, 
thought, aed energy to our’ work. Then our 
labor becomes a labor of love. With such 
a devotion we can learn to like what first 
seemed irksome to us. 

It is the office that is to be magnified and 
not the holder of the office. When men strut 
like peacocks, airing their vanity, they be- 
come a bubbledom of overbearance and do 
not realize the brevity of their authority. 
Remain humble and tender in heart and 


think much of others and without our notice 
our office will be magnified. 
We must have an honorable office if it is 





worthy of being magnified. And any office 
is honorable to which God has called us. 
We have received a commission of God and 
the commission lends dignity to the task. 
Let the thought of the Divine commission 
uphold us to a heroic effort to fill our mis- 
sion. In the house of God vessels of every 
capacity are needed, the one-talent man, 
the two and the five. While we may covet 
the best gifts and the noblest talent, let us 
make the best use of what we have and 
realize that no department in God’s Kingdom 
is despicable. What we do, do it well, for 
said Abe Lincoln, while President of the 
United States, when taunted about his 
former occupation as rail-splitter: ‘“Didn’t 
I do it well?” 

Our office should be abandoned when a 
nobler and better one presents itself. Saul 
of Tarsus forsook his office as captain of 
the host of sin to become Paul, the servant 
of Christ. 

Work directed to the glory of God and 
the salvation of men cannot be over-esti- 
mated or too much esteemed, for by it hearts 
are cheered, minds illuminated, consciences 
freed from gloom, and holiness affected, 
souls turned from error of their way, enthu- 
siasm generated and loyalty for the cause 
of Christ created. Then if we be set apart 
to do this work, let us prize the office and 
the opportunity. Whether minister, deacon, 
teacher, visitor, or a member of a committee. 
to the very door-keeper of the house of the 
Lord, be it our only purpose to glorify God 
by magnifying our office.

A close study of the thirteenth psalm 
reveals a contrast between brevity and per- 
petuity. God’s anger “endureth but for a 
moment,” but His favor, as some one has 
expressed it, is “for a lifetime.” “Weeping” 
may “come to lodge” “for a night,” but Joy 
“takes up his residence’ with us “in the 
morning.” 

There is a transitoriness about sorrow. 
The proportion or duration of sorrow in 
most lives is not great. Most of us magni- 
fy our sorrows. The proportion of rainy 
days in a year is not nearly so great as 
most of us imagine. A thunderstorm does 
not last long as compared with the summer 
day in which it is but an incident. We have 
long memories for our pains and short ones 
for our blessings. Even when we are in 
the midst of the dark trials of life we may 
comfort ourselves with the faith that at 
the heart of things God means kindness to 
us, and if we are sincerely seeking to do 
His will, the weeping may endure for a 
night, but joy will come with the morning. 
There are no experiences so hard but they 
shall pass away and better times come, if 
we are in the path of duty. 

Margaret Sangster sings this message in 
some very sweet lines: * 


_ Christ’s cold, lifeless body. 
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“No day so drear but evensong 
Shall wake the stars. 

No cell so locked but time ere long 
Shall break the bars. 

No loss so large but leaveth soil 
Its waste to mend, 

No task so great but plodding toil 
Shall see its end.” 


Let us never pity ourselves or try to 
magnify or prolong grief. 

Then, too, there is a happy persistence 
about joy. Sorrow was as but a guest with 
us for a night. Joy resumes his residence 
with us in the morning. It is a pity that 
we look on the dark side of life so much. 
God is good. He gives us a beautiful world 
to live in. He gives us health and pros- 
perity, friends and companions, families and 
neighbors, churches and homes, and health- 
giving occupations. The trouble is we get 
accustomed to our “blessings,” as we calf 
them; we take them as a matter of course. 
But they are blessings, nevertheless, and 
make up a larger part of our life. 

Sorrow is joy disguised. “A prince comes 
to a poor man’s hovel, is hospitably received 
in the darkness, and, being received and 
welcomed, in the morning slips off the rags, 
and appears as he is.” After all, sorrow 
is not really sorrow, for it turns to joy. 
Our light affliction which is but for a mo- 
ment works out for us a far more exceed- 
ing and eternal weight of glory. Those 
women at the tomb on the morning of 
Christ’s resurrection would have asked no 
more and would have been really thankful 
had some one placed in their hands only 
Weeping, they 
would have been entirely satisfied with so 
little comfort as that. Yet Jesus Himself was 
living, risen and coming to meet them. 
When they knew part they wept. When 
they knew the whole, they were comforted. 
Are we quite sure we see all when we are 
found weeping over God’s providential deal- 
ings with us? Sorrow may endure for a’ 
night, but joy cometh in the morning. In 
the end God may give us, as with those 
women, instead of a dead hope, a living 
realization ! 

Among the latest sayings of Dr. John 
Brown, the great commentator, were these: 
“His anger is for a moment; His favor 
is for a life; weeping may endure for a 
night, but joy cometh in the morning.” 

The fable of the famous statue of Memnon 
at Thebes was that it sent forth sounds 
mournful in the night, but melodious at the 
rising of the sun. When God’s morning light 
arises upon us, when He makes plain His 
dealings and the reasons for them, we wilt 
have occasion to sing only joyful songs and 
to say, “He has done all things well.” We 
will find even our sorrows were blessings in 
disguise. 
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Keep in the background of your work. 
People are quite willing to give you credit 
for the fine things you do, but they do not 
want te he reminded of you all the time. 
The singer’s name may be on the program 
but he must not sing his own praises. The 
architect’s name may be in the corner-stone, 
but the whole vast cathedral is on top of 
it, holding it down. The world does not re- 
quire that work shall be anonymous, but it 
is well pleased when it is modest.—Zz.

The music which he has written has taken 
its place among the standard works of re- 
ligious musical composers—including, as it 
does, such notably sweet and moving mel- 
odies as, “Go Home and Tell,” “Oh, What 
a Change!” “My Sins are Forgiven,” “Is He 
Yours?” “Who Could it Be?’ “He will Hold 
Me Fast,” “Pardoned,” and “Till He come,” 
ete. The beautiful and touching appeal of 
the words in these now familiar though new 
evangelistic songs are given an immense in- 
crease and a wonderful power of influence 
through the exquisite musical notes on which 
the gospel message is conveyed to respon- 
sive ears and hearts. 

Mr. Harkness possesses not only the great 
gift of producing new creations in harmony, 
but he is a most prolific composer. Over 
three hundred hymns were written by him 
last year. In a single week he has written 
no less than thirty songs. He* composes 
while the evangelistic meetings are going on, 
receiving his inspiration from the speakers. 
In the pauses during the song service, while 
seated at the piano, his ever-ready tablet and 
pencil are in his hands and he is busy jot- 
ting down the notes of the new and varied 
chords and harmonies which teem in his 
brain. 

Mr. Harkness does not confine his powers 
of improvisation to music only. The words 
are often his as well. The simple chorus, 
‘quoted above, written by him, is sung now 
as often as any other of our best and most 
stirring gospel hymns. 

“This is the message that I bring, 
This is the story that I sing, 


Loud shall His praises ever ring, 
Worthy is the Lamb that was slain;” 


is the opening verse of another of his new 

‘gospel songs now being sung by thousands 

of people. There is a directness, a force, 

vigor, and impact combined with great sweet- 

ness and sympathy in the Harkness songs. 
Listen to this: 


“When we cross the valley there need be no 
shadows 
When life’s day is ended and its sorrows 
o'er; 
When the summons comes to meet the bless- 
ed Savior, 
When we rise to dwell with Him forever- 
more. 


“Shadows! no need of shadows 

When at last we lay life’s burdens down; 
Shadows! no need of shadows 

When at last we gain the victor’s crown!” 





Robert Harkness’ Sermons in Song

Who that has sung or heard it can for- 
get the tenderness and consolation of this 
beautiful hymn with its inspiring words of 
solace and lovely melody, both the production 
of the young Australian hymn writer. 


Robert Harkness is a native of Australia. 
He was born in Bendigo, a well-known min- 
ing town, something over a quarter of a 
century ago. His father, now eighty years 
of age, long did yeoman Christian service as 
a local preacher of the Methodist Church. 
One of his brothers and a_ brother-in-law 
are also Methodist preachers. It was at a 
Sunday morning service in one of the Phil-

adelphia Methodist churches that the writer 
found him, not in his usual post at the piano 
or organ, but in the pulpit, where his sin- 
cerity of purpose, his devotion to the serv- 
ice of the Master. and his consecrated youth 
and energy had abundant and helpful demon- 
stration. 

“May the Holy Spirit come to kindle fire 
in our hearts that should lead us to more 
definite and satisfying service,’ said Mr. 
Harkness in his opening prayer. This was 
the keynote of his simple, true, and stirring 
message, the subject being, “The Christian 
Ideal,” as laid down in John: “Herein is 
my Father glorified, that ye bear much 
fruit.” He spoke naturally, fluently, and 
very earnestly, frequently pointing in em- 
phasis, 


Does He find You ever True? 
Can the Lord depend on You? 






Mr. Harkness illustrated the joy of res- 
cuing others by a story of a startling min- 
ing event in his home city when several men 
working in a “drive,” about one thousand 
feet underground, were suddenly cut off from 
the outlet by an inflow of water, which the 
pumps at first could only keep from entirely 
flooding the mine. The miners were in great 
danger of starvation. When divers, who had 
been sent for, finally arrived, they succeeded 
in carrying food and light to the prisoners, 
and after ten days’ laborious work the 
water was all pumped out and the precious 
entombed lives were joyfully welcomed to 
light and life. “It was a wonderful work 
of rescue,” declared Mr. Harkness, “but it 
was as nothing compared to the great joy 
of rescuing one soul from eternal death.” 

“If° we could only realize and get others 
to realize that the issues are eternal!’ he 
said earnestly, describing his meeting on an 
ocean liner with a well-to-do western busi- 
ness man who freely talked of his financial 
enterprises and ambition to retire and to 
enjoy life in a few years. 

“But what then?’ queried Mr. Harkness. 

“Why,” said the man somewhat surprised. 
“I'll enjoy life, my children will be educated. 
I'll have a good time.” 

“But what then?’ persisted the young 
evangelist. 

“I suppose you’re thinking I'll grow old 
and die.” 

“Yes; and what then?” 

“I don’t know,” was the answer, slowly 
given. 

“Wouldn’t you like 
to know?” said Mr. 
Harkness, gently. 

“Yes, I would,” 
assented the man, 
a thoughtful look 
coming over his 
face. “I never 
thought much about 
it before. In fact I 
never saw that 
eternity Was so 
near.” 

Briefly, the young 
evangelist clearly 
opened to the man’s eyes the real business 
of life in this world—to prepare for the next. 

“There are two ways open to a man, the 
right way and the wrong way—the way of 
life and the way ef death. As a business 
man used to facing facts which would you 
choose?” 

“The way of life, of course.” 

“That's it. Do you know what to do to 
be saved?” 

“My mother told me that.” 

“What did she say?” 

“Believe in Christ and you will be saved.” 

“Will you?” 

And down on his knees the man gave his 
heart to Christ.

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REVIVAL AT ST. PETERSBURG 
BY WILLIAM OLNEY 


No title can more aptly describe the work 
of God in which Pastor Fetler is being so 
graciously used. Personal observation has 
greatly increased the value of the movement 
in the opinion of the writer. He stayed for 
fourteen days in Russia—the great part of 
the time in St. Petersburg, and three days 
in Moscow—and attended altogether nine- 
teen services in conneetion with Mr. Fetler’s 
work. Everywhere he found the same eager- 
ness to hear the Word, and the same willing 
response to the invitation to seek after the 
forgiveness of sin at the feet of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. : 

Our brother’s services are being carried 
on in a number of small halls. The most 
spacious of the public buildings both in cities 
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and country places are seldom available for 
his use, and are very expensive. Mr. Fetler 
has secured a site for a building to hold 
2,000 people. Would to God that some 
wealthy servants of His who read these lines 
may be constrained to send out to our broth- 
er the £7,500 still needed to relieve his mind 
from all financial anxiety in regard to this 
undertaking. Mr. Fetler’s aim is to open the 
building free from debt. 

The spirit of inquiry is very great. On 
the two Sundays the writer was in Russia, 
he saw thirty persons the first Sunday morn- 
ing, and twenty the next, walk out from the 
congregations and stand before the platform, 
praying and weeping in their anxiety of soul. 
He saw the same work in Moscow, where Mr. 
Fetler could not come (being detained in 
St. Petersburg by making arrangements for 
the Convention of Baptists to be held in that 
city). After an address in English, inter- 
preted by a gifted and gracious Russian lady, 
many would hold up their hands, as desiring 
to find Christ, or, as in St. Petersburg, walk 
out when invited at the close of the service, 
to seek the Lord. Individual cases of con- 
version are striking, and the authorities will 
find their work in the neighborhood of Mr. 
Fetler’s. halls made much easier through the 
transformation of some of the roughest char- 
acters. The work deserves the cordial help 
of all such. 

Here is the seal of God’s blessing—first, 
upon the new liberal policy of the Russian 
government in giving religious liberty; sec- 
ondly, upon the consecrated, self-sacrificing 
efforts of this dear young servant of God; 
and, thirdly,, upon His Word as proclaimed, 
as in the Church’s earliest days, without 
pomp or ritual, but in simple reliance upon 
the Spirit of God. Very white are these 
glorious Russian harvest fields! From Si- 
beria to the Crimea, the land appears, ready 
for the Gospel sickle! But prayer must be 
stirred up in the heart of God’s Church on 
behalf of Russia, especially that the money 
needed, as stated, for the new hall in St. 
Petersburg, may be speedily found. May the 
dear Lord—in Russian “Gospoldie,” so fre- 
quently on Mr. Fetler’s lips—work still more 
mightily in this great nation !—London Chris- 
tian.

In Benedict College there are about 
600 colored boys and girls, eager to learn 
and apt to acquire knowledge. One of them 
is over sixty years old, who is taking a 
preacher’s course. 

Mrs. Charles E. Lees has been elected 
mayor of Oldham, England. She has been 
a member of the council for three years 
and has been much longer engaged in civic 
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affairs. She is the only citizen upon whom 
the freedom of the borough has been con- 
ferred. She is a very wealthy woman and 
her cotton-spinning factories furnish em- 
ployment to thousands of men and women. 


A wise school trustee in the West has 
issued an order forbidding the teachers in 
his township to punish children by keeping 
them in at recess. “I do not believe,” he 
sensibly says, “that it is right to punish 
children by denying them ‘the privilege of 
adding to their health and strength.” 
A vicious elephant, Queen, and next 
to Jumbo the largest elephant ever in 
captivity, was killed by giving her a large 
dose of cyanide of potassium injected into a 
large red apple. She was eighty-seven years 
old and had already killed one keeper and 
had attempted to kill two others. She was 
in winter quarters near Jersey City, N. J. 
——John Nicholas Brown, said to be the 
richest boy in the world, is supplying coffee 
daily to the men engaged in completing the 
1,000-foot sea wall on the Lime Rock Water 
front, Newport, R. 1. The boy’s sympathy was 
aroused by seeing the men eat cold dinners 
and with his own hands he distributes the 
hot coffee. The boy is said to have a bank 
account estimated upwards of $45,000,000.

Recently 
he finished a book which is an onslatght 
on the tariff. It deals with the latest phase 
of the high cost of living and is entitled, 
“Building Temples of Peace With Untemper- 
ed Mortar.” The work he is now on and 
hopes to soon finish is the concluding volume 
of his “Retrospection of a Long Life.” 

——Fines for illegal liquor selling in an 
Ohio town were kept ina separate fund until 
enough accumulated to build an_ electric 
light plant. The light was turned on a 
short time ago. A sewerage disposal plant 
is to be built next, and then the streets are 
to be paved, unless the liquor sellers decide 
that their business is not profitable enough 
to continue to pay fines.—The Youth’s Com-

——Fire in a Newark, N. 
November 27, entrapped 400 girls and men 
in the building and thus far twenty dead 
bodies have been reeovered and twenty-five 
girls and men are reported missing. Seven- 
ty-five victims are in the hospitals and some 
of these will die. Many girls jumped from 
the fourth-story windows and were instantly 
killed. The fire is said to have been caused 
by the throwing of a lighted cigarette stump 
into a pile of waste paper. The building, 
according to the fire chief, was a fire trap 
of frame and had only one fire-eseape.

——A machine recently invented in Ger- 
many by Hugo Gantke, substitutes a steel 
wire for the axe and the saw in felling trees. 
The wire is about one millimeter in diameter. 
and is kept in rapid motion by a small 
electric motor placed at a sufficient distance 
to be beyond the radius of danger from the 
falling trees. -The swift motion heats the 
wire, and it cuts with great facility, pro- 
ducing a slight carbonization of the wood. 
A trunk twenty inches in diameter can be 
severed in six minutes. The cut can be made 
at the level of the ground, or even below 
it if the surrounding soil is removed.—The 
Youth’e Companion.

Starting in with that wonderful sermon by 
Doctor Staley all down through the list 
there wasn't a dull note in any sermon 
preached. Of course I didn’t hear all of 
them, but I made diligent inquiry of those who 
heard the ones that I didn’t. On Sunday 
I wanted to hear Doctor Summerbe]l, and 
Doctor Fleming, and Doctor Whitaker, and 
all the others who had been assigned to 
preach in the different churches of the city, 
but after considering the matter very care- 
fully, as I always do, I concluded that I 
would not stray away after strange gods, 
but just tarry in the tent with the faithful, 
and so I heard Doctor Lightbourne, and 
though I am regarded as something of a 
preacher, I felt that IT should never be able 
to hold up my head before an audience again. 
I almost wished that I had gone to hear 
some one else, for I figured that I would 
not soon recover from the depressing effect 
that sermon had on my preaching spirit, 
but glory, how he did lift us all spiritually, 
and how we all did feel ourselves children 
of the King, and how we did yearn to live 
better lives, and how we did resolve there 
and then to think better and do better, and

And then in the afternoon of that blessed 
Sabbath Day when Doctor Helfenstein con- 
ducted the memorial service, how solemn like 
it was, and yet how glad we all seemed when 
he led us to the gates of gold and allowed 
us for a brief moment of time to stand in 
the light of a blessed. immortality. How 
it did come to us that we had not lost 
these friends, but that we had only parted 
with them. That they had gone home a little 
before us and that we are following on, 
and shall meet them in our Father’s home 
and enjoy them more happily there than we 
could possibly have done here below. 

And my me, what a_ beautiful thought 
was expressed when the ladies went out to 
the cemetery and with their own hands laid 
bouquets of sweet flowers on the homes of 
the dead! We shall not soon forget that 
sweetly solemn service. It will linger in our 
memory until the sun goes down and revive 
with the rising light of immortality. And 
how oft we are reminded that, 


“One by one we all are. going,

And my me, what a meeting we did have 
on Sunday night! I never put myself for- 
ward, but I sat up near the front line that 
night and no mistake. That was a splendid 
address of Mr. Rathbun and one long to 
be remembered, and I thought I was full 
and running over when he closed. his re- 
marks, but I found that I wasn’t, for I 
listened to Doctor Barrett, the honored and 
much respected editor of the HERALD OF, 
Gospet Liperty, for a good long hour and 
wasn’t a bit tired either when he was 
through. I tell you, Brother Reminder, he 
went to the top of the heap in that address, 
and my me, wasn’t it interesting to hear 
him tell about them big fellows over there 
getting all tangled up on the question of a 
name! I tell you the Lord knew what He 
was doing when He gave us a name that is 
comprehensive enough to include all the 
believers. I used to think that any name 
would do, that one name was just as good as 
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another and that we could sectarianize the 
name Christian as much as we could Presby- 
terian, but if those big fellows over there 
got all tangled up, as the editor said they 
did, it is time for your brother Jedekiah to 
drop all human names and cling to that one 
name that is above all names even the name 
of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. And 
then I tell you it was interesting to hear him 
tell how they all’ concluded that if we saved 
the world we had to all unite and present 
an unbroken front to the heathen, and that 
how in casting about for a basis of union 
they would find themselves on the platform 
of principles on which we have stood for 
a. hundred years or more, and on which 
some of us are going to stand until standing 
shall be no more, and then go and sit down 
with Abraham. Isaac and Jacob where con- 
gregations ne’er break up and collections are 
unknown, Glory, I am glad I was there! 

I have had a vision and it thrills me 
with hope, and inspires me with zeal, and 
makes me ashamed of the mean little flings 
I have had at some of God’s elect and 
precious saints, and ashamed of the little 
jealousies and suspicions I have allowed to 
rankle in my bosom, and ashamed of the 
penny business I have been carrying on‘ in 
the King’s domain and trying to palm it off 
on the Lord for giving, and ashamed of my 
unwillingness to trust the Lord and my 
brethren, and of the clamoring of the past 
for a cash basis for missions, and now if 
the good Lord will forgive my fellies past, 
and give me grace for days to come, I 
shall never be guilty of anything of the kind 
forever and forevermore, A-men! I tell 
you, Brother Reminder, we must get to- 
gether. When can get together the 
‘reproach of the Church will be taken away, 
and we can sweep the world for Christ. 
We must learn, too, that it is not what we 
give up that will hasten the oneness of 
believers nearly so much as what we give 
to it. What can we give to that grand con- 
summation? 


Well, Sir, we can give a creed written 
by divine authority; we can give a test 
of fellowship that includes all believers; we 
can give a name that is above every name; 
and we can give ourselves. 


‘But I tell you, Brother Reminder, that 
special mention should be made of Doctor 
Clark’s speech, and also of Hermon Eld- 
redge’s, and for the life of me I cannot 
tell which to emphasize the most. I incline 
a little toward Brother Eldredge’s because 
he is our’s, you know, and Doctor Clark 
is only part ours, but even a little part of 
the great Doctor Clark is a good deal. My 
me, how I did feel like shouting when on 
Saturday morning Doctor Clark told us of 
all the good we had done, and that Law- 
rence, and Pearce, and Wells, and Eldredge, 
were products of the Christian Church, but 
how my spirit went down when in the next 
breath he told us so pointedly and so truth- 
fully, too, how little we were doing and 
how far we were from the front line of 
Sunday-school work.

THE RESURRECTION 
Matthew 28: 1-20 
GOLDEN TEXT—Lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.—Matt. 28: 20. 
Introduction 
The resurrection of Jesus and His power 
to resurrect our bodies is one of the most 
comforting doctrines of Christianity. First, 


it satisfies an instinct.of the human heart ” 


that will live forever; second, that not only 
the spirit but the body, the temple of 
the Holy Ghost here, shall be resurrected, 
and raised as incorruptible as our souls, 
that the immortal part of man which sur- 
vives the grave and bears the nearest affin- 
ity to that supreme intelligence which per- 
vades all nature shall never die; third, 
it prophesies heavenly recognition not only 
in spirit but in body; and fourth it teaches 
that our Savior is a living, abiding, loving, 
consoling Savior who is always near to 
sympathize with us in all our sorrows. 


- the first of everything to 
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When the minister enters the pulpit, the 
sick room, the home of sorrow, or meets 
the heaviest burdens; when the Sunday- 
school teacher with heavy and weighty 
responsibility, with a sense of humanity 
jand utter dependence, enters. upon the 
study of the lesson or the direction of the 
recitation; when the anxious-hearted father 
or mother, with a sense of weakness, timid- 
ity and fear, undertakes to perform the 
anxious duties that are incident to rearing 
and training children; when any man, 
woman or child endeavors to meet any of 
the heart-searching duties of life, the blessed 
promise of Jesus, “Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the world,” may 
be the greatest consolation and comfort to 
the soul. How many missionaries have 
made this promise their shibboleth in 
leaving native land, loved ones, and home, 
and facing the unknown experiences of the 
foreign field! 


Comments on the Text 

1. The Easter Story. vs. 1-10. Jesus 
rose early Sunday morning or on the first 
day of the week after the Jewish Sabbath 
had closed. They observed the seventh day 
as a day of rest, but Jesus has consecrated 
divine service. 
He hallowed and sanctified the first day 
of the week, the day of His resurrection, 
and the day of His repeated appearance 
after the resurrection as a day of rest from 
secular duties and a day of service to 
Almighty God. 


2. Behold there was a great earthquake. 
This took place early in the morning before 
the arrival of the women at the tomb. For 
the angel of the Lord descended from 
Heaven. A divine messenger that came 
from heaven to show that Jesus was not 
removed from the tomb by human hands, 
but by divine power,—that not only the soul 
but the body was alive forevermore. Rolled 
back the stone from the door and sat upon 
it, as a guard and messenger to the disciples. 
3. His countenance was like lightning, in 
brilliant and splendid brightness. And his 
raiment white as snow. This heavenly rai- 
ment revealed the purity of the heavenly 
nature. 


The women came at the end of the Sab- 
bath as it began to dawn about the first 
of the day, the first of the week. Mary 
Magdalene, from Magdala, near the Sea of 
Galilee, whom Jesus had redeemed from 
sin and cleansed of seven demons, and the 
other Mary, the mother of James and John, 
came to see the sepulcher and to anoint His 
body with sweet spices. They came and it 
seems that Mary Magdalene was the first 
to see the resurrected Lord and returned 
to tell Peter, but the other women entered 
the tomb and “found not the body of the 
Lord Jesus” and were perplexed. 


5. And the angel answered the women, 
who were perplexed, “Fear not ye.” Others 
had reason to fear, i. e. the guards and 
keepers who had violated human and divine 
law, but these women had great reason for 
rejoicing. For I know that ye seek Jesus. 
The angel understood them, and had come 
to direct them. He knew that love had 


drawn them there for service and devotion. 
6. He is not here, for he is risen, as he 
said, 


Jesus had time and again assured 
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- also in bodily resurrection. 
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the disciples that He would rise from the 
dead. Come and see the place, in order that 
they might be convinced, “seeing is believ- 
ing.” 

7. And go quickly, and tell his disciples, 
that their sorrow may be removed, their 
fears cease, their doubts be turned into faith, 
and their night into day. This was the day 
—dawn of the world’s redemption—this the 
rising of the bright and morning star. And 
behold he goeth before you into Galilee. 
Here was the home of the eleven disciples 
and of His many friends and believers who 
would return there to find that He had 
preceded them thither on their return after 
the Passover. Here He met them after 
the resurrection. From here He gave them 
the great Commission to evangelize the 
world. Here over five hundred witnesses 
saw Him in His resurrection glory. Here 
He gave them that eternal promise, “Lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” 


8. They departed quickly from the sepul- 
chre with great fear. The great and awe- 
inspiring presence of the angel and the 
weighty, solemn, and blessed truth that had 
been revealed to them with fear—rever- 
ential awe and great joy. 


9. And as they went to tell the disciples, 
behold, Jesus met them, .saying, All hail, 
This was the ordinary Greek form of salu- 
tation. Worshipped him. They clasped 
Him by the feet, an attitude of reverence, 
affection, joy, and worship, which assured 
them that He was indeed their Lord, whom 
they met with gladness. This was the form 
of Oriental worship expressing the most pro- 
found humility and reverence. 10. Go and 
tell my brethren that they go into Galilee. 
This was the same message that the angel 
had given them at the sepulcher. There 
were many infallible proofs of the death of 
Jesus Christ by His enemies and friends, 
there were equally as many infallible proofs 
of His resurrection not only in spirit, but 
These proofs 
extended through forty days, and were made 
known to the senses through the powers of 
perception; to the understanding through 
the study of the manifold relations that he 
sustained to the whole plan of salvation and 
to all His past life and association with the 
disciples ; and to the higher reason in revealing 
His supreme mission in the salvation of the 
entire world and His personal living pres- 
ence, co-operation, and supervision in this 
world-evangelizing undertaking. He is the 
living invisible Captain of our salvation. 
He carries the banner of the Cross as the 
insignia of the truth of His saving power, 
and rallies His forces by the inspiration of 
His presence in the person of the Holy 
Spirit to inspire, enthuse, quicken, guide, 
teach, and uplift mankind until the entire 
church shall commit itself to this great com- 
mission in the evangelization of the entire 
world. “Go ye therefore into all the world 
and preach my gospel to every creature, 
Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” With this commission 
coupled with this promise the preacher and 
the missionary, the Sunday-school teacher 
and the religious worker have all authority 
and all power on their side and triumphant 
success awaits only our obedience and sub- 
mission to the divine will. 
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SUNDAY-SCHOOL MISSIONS 

Every Sunday-school that undertakes to 
do. real missionary work of some definite 
kind will become inspired with new ideals. 
We should not teach our young people to 
contribute simply for the purchase of liter- 
ature. This is rather selfish giving, but 
we should cultivate the large, liberal, al- 
truistic spirit that the great commission of 
Christ would cultivate. Support a Bible 
woman, or a religious teacher in the foreign 
field. Give to the support of some mission 
work in the home field, or accumulate a 
relief fund for the sick and suffering in the 
immediate community of your school and 
this will give new life to every contributor 
and cultivate the spirit of liberality. If 
these ideas do not appeal to the school, it 
would be an inspiration and uplift to the 
school at the beginning of the year to pledge 
a definite amount for the supplement of the 
regular contribution for the support of the 
American Christian Convention or local con- 
ference from the local church. It would 
add much to the missionary spirit of the 
young people of our churches if the Sunday- 
schools would purchase a well-selected mis- 
sionary library for the use of the school. 
Anything that looks to the supplying of 
the church with means, men and missions 
is worthy and worth while in promoting new 
life in the Sunday-school.

THE DENOMINATIONAL COLLEGE 


Many, if not most of the HERALD readers 
will sympathize with the sentiment of an 
address delivered in one of our eastern states 
recently, at a university gathering, when the 
speaker, a gentleman of culture and ability 
said: “A college can never afford to sacrifice 
its principles; it can never afford to stand 
for anything less in morals, as well as in 
education. I hope the religious quality of 
this college will never be lost sight of. Thank 
God there are some things which money can- 
not buy. 


“Sometimes it has been charged that this 
institution is a narrow university, and while 
Mr. Carnegie has been spreading his endow- 
ments around among the colleges and insti- 
tutions of learning, it has been a great temp- 
tation up here. I’m not a Baptist, but if I 
were, I would resist that issue to the utmost, 
not because I do not believe in religious free- 
dom, but can we deny that this glorious con- 
stellation of American colleges has had its 
origin in a strong religious faith? Believe 
what you will in regard to the value of 
religion, you cannot deny that whatever pre- 
eminence New England has attained educa- 
tionally is due to the fact that each of its 
institutions was so founded.” 

Those who have had the advantage of at- 
tendance at the denominational college (and 
by that we mean an institution under the 
direction if not the control of the church) 
and who have also received a part of their 
training at a secular school will appreciate 
the statement, that the atmosphere of the 


former, generally speaking, is conducive to ° 


the enlargement of life through character 
structure in a way unknown to the latter. 
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NO ALUM, NO LIME PHOSPHATE 


That knowledge is power is a fact no one 
would like to deny. But knowledge must 
lead to right ends if it is to add to the life 
anything of real worth. Knowledge may con- 
cern itself with elements of secondary or of 
fundamental importance. No knowledge is 
of first-rate importance that does not lead 
the individual, directly or indirectly, to God. 
At the Student Volunteer Convention at 
Nashville in 1906 a cablegram was received 
from the leaders of the student movement in 
Japan reading: “Japan is leading the Orient, 
but whither?” Such a question with respect to 
knowledge presents itself to every true educa- 
tionalist and every true educational institution 
for answer. Every one recognizes the immense 
worth of the development of physical science 
in recent years. But they misread the real 
significance of its splendid contribution who 
think of it as an end in itself. It is of vital 
worth to the student only as it leads him 
through nature to the God of nature. 

It is here that the religious institution un- 
der ordinary conditions so effectually does 
its work. The student is surrounded by in- 
fluences that make him aware in an unmis- 
takable way of the issue. That is constantly 
before him during his four-year term. It 
must at least make a powerful impression 
upon him from which he is not likely to 
free himself in the coming years. The Chris- 
tian college is needed, never more than in 
this day with its crass materialistic tenden- 
cies.

WHAT A MISSION STUDY CLASS IS 


1. A small group. From six to twelve 
members make the ideal mission study class. 
There is an incentive in working with others, 
yet the’ atmosphere is informal and encour- 
ages self-expression. There can be “no im- 
pression without expression.” What the 
members themselves do will help them most. 

2. Frequent sessions. Weekly, on a spe- 
cial evening at the same place,.if possible.

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Annual Meeting of the Mission Board 
ABSTRACT OF MINUTES 


By REV. W. H. DENISON, D. D., SECRETARY 


The Mission Board of the Christian Church 
met in annual session in the C. P. A. Chapel, 
Dayton, Ohio, Thursday, November 17, 1910, 
at two o’clock p. m., and adjourned Wednes- 
day afternoon, November 23. 

All members of the Bourd attended the 
meeting though all were not present at the 
opening sessions. The members are O. W. 
Powers, D. D., M. T. Morrill, D. D., J. G. 
Bishop, D. D., W. H. Denison, D. D., Rev. 
M. D. Wolfe, “Rev. W. P. Fletcher, Mrs. 
Athella M. Howsare, M. S. Campbell and 
F. G. Coffin, D. D. 

The following persons were present Some 
time during the sessions: Revs. A. D. Wood- 
worth, K. Kawanaka, J. P. Barrett, E. K. 
Bishop, P. Zartmann, William Flammer, J. 
F. Burnett, H. J. Rhodes, A. M. Kerr, A. W. 
Hook, William Williams; Mrs. M. T. Morrill, 
Mrs. J. F. Burnett, George W. Humphreys, 
J. N. Hess, A. F. Chase, Mrs. Kawanaka. 
—The minutes of the Mission Council pro- 
ceedings and the correspondence votes were 
read and approved. 

A motion was passed inviting the brethren, 
who may so desire, to be present at the sit- 
tings of the Board. 

Mr. H. E. Clemm of Troy, Ohio, who was 
elected by the American Christian Conven- 
tion as a member of the Board, found it im- 
possible to serve and tendered his resigna- 
tion. Mr. George W. Humphreys of Troy, 
Ohio, was elected to fill the vacancy. He 
found it impossible for him to serve. Mr, A. 
F. Chase of Dayton, Ohio, was next chosen 
and he found it impossible to serve. Rev. 
F. G. Coffin of Dayton, Ohio, was then elected 
and took his seat with the Board at once. 

The Foreign Mission Secretary, the Home 
Mission Secretary, the Treasurer, the Pub- 
lisher of the Christian Missionary, made their 
annual reports and recommendations, and 
these were referred to their proper commit- 
tees.

Greetings and assurance of interest and 
co-operation were received from the Indiana 
State Conference. 

Suitable greetings were sent to the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions: on the occasion of their Centenary 
Celebration. 

Suitable resolutions were ordered sent to 


the Board of Foreign Missions of the Re- 
formed Church touching the death of Rev. 
H. N. Cobb D. D., and his worth to their 
Board and the cause of foreign missions. 


JAPAN 


The following resolutions were adopted by 
the Board: 

That $60.00 moving expenses be added to 
last year’s Japan appropriation. 

That the Board hereafter meet by general 
appropriation the income taxes of our mis- 
sionaries, and such of their medical bills as 
shall be reported by the Mission and ap- 
proved by the Board. 

That the Board appropriate $42 to make it 
possible for Dr. and Mrs. Kawanaka to trav- 
el in second-class steamer passage instead of 
third-class as they had engaged. 

That for the present we recommend the 
continuance of the Theological School in Ja- 
pan, but that the Mission be allowed to com- 
bine theological work with other schools as 
it may seem to the Mission advantageous. 

That the Foreign Mission Secretary be al- 
lowed to secure extra funds for opening the 
new preaching place in Tokyo and adding 
new workers in the middle field, and in 
Porto Rico, provided that no public appeals 
shall be made for this work. 

That we endorse the request of the Wom- 
en’s Board for Foreign Missions to raise 
among the women a Jubilee and Silver An- 
niversary Memorial Fund of $2,500 this year 
for the purpose of building a home for the 
zirls’ School in Utsunomiya, Japan. 


PORTO RICO 


That the birthday offerings of our Sunday- 
schools directed by the American Christtan 
Convention for foreign missions be continued 
this year for the Porto Rico Building Fund. 

That the Mission Board reimburse or se- 
cure Miss Jennie Mishler for funds which 
she has personally invested in the Santa Isa- 
bel property. 

That the Commission of Rev. W. C. Me- 
Cloud, which was recently voted by corre- 
spondence by the Board, be made effective at 
the end of the school year; and that in the 
meantime he be asked to have the oversight 
of the work in the Salinas field without sal- 
ary, but that any necessary expenses be met 
by appropriation by the Board. 

That the Mission Council ke authorized to 
secure plans for a church building in Ponce 
Porto Rico, and that at the proper time the 
Council let contract for said building. 


MISCELLANEOUS FOREIGN 


That it is our opinion that the work of our 
Missions in Japan and Porto Rico during the 
past year is commendable and that the re- 
sults should be gratifying to the Board and 
to the brotherhood. We should not be for- 
getful of the fact that the good results are in 
part due to the sacrifice of our missionaries. 

That the Board memorialize the American 
Christian Convention to amend its Constitu- 
tion so that each of our foreign missions may 
be represented in the Convention by at least 
one representative. 


That the following be sent to the Chris- 
tian churches of the New Jersey Christian 
Conference— 

DEAR BRETHREN :—In view of the fact that 
the President of our Board and our Foreign 
Mission Secretary have already been in cor- 
respondence with some of your members rela- 
tive to the disposition of the India Mission 
Fund, we respectfully call your attention to 
the action of the American Christian Con- 
vention at Troy, and, furthermore, we sug- 
gest that in lieu of other use for the fund at 
present it will produce the very best results 
if applied to the return of Rev. E. K. McCord 
and family to Japan. He is a very valuable 
man to our mission and our denomination, 
and his field badly needs him. While we do 
not wish to over-urge, yet we desire to call 
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attention to what is probably our most press- 
ing need at this moment. We pray that you 
may be wisely guided in this matter. 

That we make special effort to enlist all 
our Sunday-schools to take a missionary of- 
fering at least once a month, as recommended 
by the Convention. 

That we, the Mission Board of the Chris- 
tian Church, express our sympathetic inter- 
est in the matter of creating schools for mis- 
sionaries’. children, especially in those for- 


eign lands where we have missionary work, , 


and that our Foreign Mission Secretary be 
authorized to communicate this action to the 
Committee on Reference and Counsel repre- 
senting the Conference of Boards ane Socie- 
ties of Foreign Missions in the United States 
and Canada. . 


That the Foreign Mission Secretary com- 
municate to Mr. W. Henry Grant, Secretary 
of the informal meeting held in the interest 
of a Christian university in Japan, our in- 
terest in the project and hope that such an 
institution may in due time be realized. 

That the following section be added to the 
Manual’s provisions regarding missionary 
furlough: 

“Regular salary shall cease when a mis- 
sionary leaves his field, and furlough salary 
shall begin when he reports from his home in 
this country. Furlough salary shall cease 
when he leaves home, and regular salary 
Shall begin when he reaches his field. Pro- 
vided, that the Board may approve extended 
furlough travel and begin payment of fur- 
lough salary one month from date of mission- 
ary’s leaving the field, or prolong it until 
within thirty days of his reaching the field. 
It is understood that the Board shall amply 
provide for a missionary’s maintenance and 
expense in going to and from his field, and 
hence the cessation of salary during travel. 

That the Foreign Mission Secretary be au- 
thorized to arrange for an investigation of 
the missionary work (colored) now being 
done in British Guiana, South America, in 
the name of the Christian Church. If the 
same is found satisfactory, that the work be 
recommended to the care of the Afro-Chris- 
tian Convention; and that the Mission Coun- 
cil be authorized to make small appropria- 
tion as need may seem to demand and funds 
justify; and, further, we authorize the For- 
eign Secretary to give letters of recognition to 
such of our workers there as may be ap- 
proved upon investigation. 

That the Foreign Secretary express to Mr. 
Robert Dinzey, Esq., our regrets that we are 
at present unable to undertake any mission- 
ary work in Africa, in, view of our pressing 
needs in our present work, and in accordance 
with instructions of the American Christian 
Convention; and we also express our inter- 
est in giving the gospel to West Africa, and 
are rejoiced to know of Mr. Dinzey’s mission- 
ary spirit, and trust that he may find a work 
with the Christian Church in South America. 

That the Foreign Secretary co-operate with 
and seek in every way possible to assist in 
the plans adopted at the Troy Convention to 
secure the remainder of the ten thousand 
dollars on the special fund. 


FINANCE ' 

That during the past year we have raised 
for the home field $8,867.63; for the foreign 
field $14,208.60; for the Christian Missionary 
$731.73; for specials $2,165.68. 

That the American Christian Convention 
at Troy by resolution placed before our peo- 
ple as a minimum amount to be raised during 
the coming year for the home field $15,000; 
and for the foreign field $25,000. 

That already over $5,500 of the deficit has 
been pledged, and efforts are being made to 
= the amount to $10,000 by February 1, 
1911. 

That we keep constantly before our people 
as a goal for the coming year the raising of 
at least the amounts set by the Troy Conven- 
tion, namely, $15,000 for the home, and $25,- 
000 for the foreign work. 

That we appropriate for the Home field, 
$6,500; for the Porto Rico Mission $4,000; 
for the Japan Mission $10,000, which amount 
shall include $200 for another worker in the 
middle field, $175 for the Sendai Building 
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deficit, and the amount of the income taxes. 
And, further, that the Girls’ School be pro- 
vided for as last year (special gifts for that 
purpose). 

That the Treasurer’s bond be renewed for 
$10,000, and that we appropriate $30 for that 
purpose. 


That we appropriate $10 for the clerical ~ 


expenses of the Recording Secretary; also 
$10 for auditing; appropriation sufficient to 
pay the expenses of the Board and Council 
meetings. 

That the salaries of our officers for the 
year be as follows: Home Mission Secre- 
tary and manager of the Book and Mission 
Study Department, $1,000; Foreign Mission 
Secretary and Publisher of the Christian 
Missionary, $1,000; Treasurer, $550; that the 
re-arranged salaries begin with October 1, 
1910. 

The auditors made the following report: 


“We, your auditors, beg leave to report 
that we have carefully audited the books of 
your Treasurer and find them correctly kept. 
We have examined his vouchers, and all 
legal papers in his hands, and find all monies 
in his possession properly accounted for. 

“We find the books of your Treasurer and 
your Publisher of the Christian Missionary 
agreeing. 

H. H. Wor tey. 
A. F. CHASE.” 


The auditors’ report and the Treasurer’s 
report were adopted. 

The auditors made a supplemental report 
on the Book and Literature Department and 
made suggestions as to uniform reports for 
the Board’s officers. The report was placed 
on file and the auditors were requested to 
assist the Secretaries and Treasurer in se- 
curing a more uniform system of bookkeep- 
ing for the various departments. 


LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT 


That the Foreign Mission Secretary be in 
charge of the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment work; and that the Home Mission Sec- 
retary be placed in charge of the Mission 
Study work. 

That the Mission Board rejoices that the 
American Christian Convention has chosen 
a committee to forward the Laymen’s Mis: 
sionary Movement. We urge the committee 
to actively co-operate with the Foreign Mis- 
sion Secretary and the Mission Board in de- 
veloping missionary spirit among the lay- 
men of our denomination, heartily inviting 
the committee to suggest and recommend 
measures to this Board. 

The committee consists of Messrs. P. T. 
Rathbun, Springfield, Ohio, chairman; F. R. 
Woodward, Hill, N. H., J. F. Barnes, Hunt- 
ington, Indiana, J. E. West, Suffolk, Va., and 
A. S. Lynn, Orient, Iowa. 


HOME MISSIONS 


That we urge upon our Home Mission 
Secretary the great importance of a thor- 
ough knowledge of our home fields and the 
special workers, and that he seek to stimu- 
late this part of our work by correspondence, 
personal inquiry, and by visiting the fields 
when in the judgment of the Mission Coun- 
cil it is desirable. 

That the Home Secretary give to the broth- 
erhood more information concerning his 
work by publishing from time to time in the 
Christian Missionary and the HERALD oF 
GosPeL Liperty such items and articles as 
may be of general interest, seeking to bring 
the workers and the ones supporting the 
work into closer touch and relationship. 

That the Home Secretary look into the 
condition of some of the fields that from 
year to year have asked the same amount 
of assistance from the Board, and if pos- 
sible hasten the time of their self-support, 
or at least to increase their own offerings 
and thus lessen the appropriation of the 
Board. 

That we express our appreciation of the 
plan inaugurated by the New England Chris- 
tian Convention to raise $1 per capita for 
missions during this year; and that we ex- 
press our sympathy and offer the good graces 
of the Board in the re-opening of the First 
Christian church of Eastport, Maine. 
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Appropriations were made for the follow- 
ing points: Lambert’s Point, Va.; Louisville, 
Ill.; Merom, Ind.; Rockport, Mo.; Erie, Pa.;

to make appropriations for evangelistic 
services, or for aid in emergencies in the 
home mission fields; provided, that the en- 
tire expenditure, including the appropria- 
tions for the field made by the Board shall 
not exceed $6,500. 

That the Board has considered the report 
of the Commission on Labor Reform and So- 
cial Betterment, which was referred to it 
by the American Christian Convention. 
While we are in sympathy with all wise 
efforts to remedy the evils existing in our 
present industrial and social conditions, we 
feel that this Board is not in a position to 
deal with the specific recommendations of 
the report; but, we recommend the thorough 
study of the problems involved by our min- 
isters and Christian workers, and the circu- 
lation of the best literature on these sub- 
jects, and direct the Home Mission Secre- 
tary to co-operate as he may be able with 
the Commission on Social Service provided 
for by the Convention.

Whereas I thought, when we entered 
the. field, the Everett debt was all looked 
after, I now see one thousand dollars must 
be raised. And we are at it to raise it.

Mrs. Dillon 
has organized a Mite Society, and they are 
planning for large things.

(Gen. 17:1) 
is my God to-day, and what He could do for 
Abraham in that day, He can do for me in 
this day. And I have the witness that He 
has already done the same for me. And what 
we have experienced we know. When al- 
mighty God is back of us, we are only His 
output. When He wanted to create a world 
He just spoke the word. As the stars be- 
speak the handiwork of God, so does the up- 
right life.

“*The Apostle Paul, in the letter from 
which the text is taken, leads the Colossian 
Christians step by step to higher ground until 
he sees they have reached the point where 
they ought to be thankful, and so he ex- 
horts them to be in this state in the text. 

““There is a vast difference between heath- 
en customs and real Christianity; between a 
vain worship, and genuine consecration. The 
Colossian Christians found new things for 
which to be thankful continually, for real life 
brings new experiences. 

“*T want to tell you a few things for which 
I am thankful, for I have never been guilty 
yet of preaching a sermon to others which 
has not first been preached to myself, because 
I have felt the first need. 

“‘First. I am thankful for the possibili- 
ties and responsibilities of life. Life is a 
wonderful thing! What does it mean to live? 
It is a tremendously great thing to live; it 
must be much more so to die—to be free 
from all the circumstances and conditions 
which hinder us here! 

*‘Second. I am thankful for the real help- 
fulness that is in the world. We have not 
yet gathered all the good into our churches, 
neither have we gotten all the evil out. There 
is.more good in men than we often give them 
credit for. I was in a great convention not 
long ago where they were trying to raise 
money for a much-needed purpose. One man, 
who has been near death’s door for many 
weeks, and who was poor financially, rose 
and said he wanted to give more than he 
could pledge; and he made a small pledge 
saying: “I do not know where the money will 
come from to pay it, but it will come in time.” 
As soon as he sat down, a man behind him 
very quietly passed over to him the amount 
he had just pledged, saying: “I feel that I 
want to do this just this way.” There is 
much of that spirit in the world after all— 
for which I am thankful. 


“Third. I am thankful for the sunny side 
of life. Life is not all dark, unless we make 
it so. One reason why our religion does not 
appeal more strongly to people is because we 
make it a gloomy affair. Too many persons 
mistake a bad case of dyspepsia for religious 
fervor, and then wonder why others do not 
want their kind of religion. 

“‘Rourth. I am thankful for the real 
church in the world; not your little church, 
nor mine, but the church whose inspiration is 
the Holy Spirit, and whose mission is to save 
the lost. You and I build a house of worship, 
put a sexton in one end and a preacher in the 
other, and call it a church! But that is not 
God’s idea of a church—His church. If your 
church has no other mission in the world only 
to save itself, it had better close its doors— 
the sooner, the better. Christ’s mission was 
“to seek and save that which is lost,” and 
the true mission of His church is the same 
to-day. Not a minister present dares to rise 
here and say that his church is the only 
right one; that all the others are wrong. 

“‘Hifth. I am very thankful for the larger 
vision the world is getting of Jesus Christ. 
How much we have dishonored Him! Too 
long we have been laying more stress on Mar- 
tin Luther, John Wesley, John Knox, Alex- 
ander Campbell, and other men of like char- 
acter, than we have on Jesus Christ. These 
men were good, had a work to do, but we 
ought not to hide Christ behind them. The 
world is hungry for things more than hu- 
man. The larger vision is spreading; church- 
es and pastors are coming together, and in 
proportion as they do this in the right way, 
the world will get the vision of Christ. What 
little while I am permitted to stay above the 
ground, I am determined to raise my hand 
and voice in the interest of this wider vision, 
and am truly thankful that the vision is rap- 
idly increasing.’ ” 

The same paper also gives another inter- 
esting item with reference to the church work 
of that city, as follows: 


UNIQUE PLAN 
“If the congregations vote favorably on a 


plan proposed by the Rev. Henry Crampton, 
the churches of Lebanon will hold unique re- 
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vival services in January. It is the plan to 
hold a protracted meeting in all of the 
churches simultaneously, the local pastors to 
do the preaching. The proposed method of 
making the assignment is out of the ordinary. 
The plan is for the ministers to-meet each 
night, one hour before service. The name of 
each church is to be written upon a slip of 
paper and all of the slips are to be placed ina 
hat. Each minister then draws a slip from 
the hat and the name upon the same desig- 
nates the church at which he is to preach. 

“The plan has been referred by the minis- 
terial association to the various congrega- 
tions who will vote upon it next Sunday 
morning.”

REV. J. W. DUDLEY IN DIRE NEED 


BRETHREN :—Dr. Barrett in “Editorial 
Notes” of this week’s issue, (which came a 
day late to my address) informs us of the 
dire need of our Rev. J. W. Dudley, of 
Carlyle, Montana, occasioned by fire which 
destroyed his home with all its contents, 
including his books and winter provisions, 
as well as burning to death his grandson, 
a babe ten months of age. A truer, more 
ambitious, more loyal son of our church 
does not exist among us, and one more 
worthy of substantial sympathy in this hour 
of indescribable trouble is unknown in the 
rank of our ministry. 

A long winter in a cold country without 
any visible means of being able to get 
through, appeals strongly to one, who 
from experience with that climate, knows 
what a forlorn view confronts a_ per- 
son situated as our pioneer missionary, 
burned out of house and home, especially 


when the drouth experienced in that country’ 


diminished materially the power of neigh- 
bors and nearby friends to assist. 

A call comes to us in the shape of an 
isolated missionary carrying on the work 
at his own expense with nothing left from 
the fire upon which to exist, or care for his 
family, or to carry on the work. A remit- 
tance of one, two, five or ten dollars to 
Rev. J. W. Dudley, Cariyle, Montana, via 
Sentinel Butte, is the only Christian brother- 
ly or sisterly way of expressing sympathy. 
Surely none are so poorly off who reads 
this but what can do that. 

We helped Kansas, Nebraska, India, Rus- 
sia, Johnstown, Galveston, San Francisco, 
and many other places, and are proud of it. 
Here is a case that appeals just as strongly, 
proportionately speaking. 

Say, brethren! sisters! shall we not help 
our very own, who is bereft of a home, 
provisions, and a grandchild? Say, Linden 
people, your former neighbor and one of 
your first citizens and church workers, is 
in need. Help him!. Say, Sterling! Rush 
to the rescue of one who made you a church. 
He is in need. Union Cemetery, Osborn’s 
Prairie, Brother Joe needs your’ instant 
help. Get together, or act singly in fur- 
nishing “present help in time of need.” This 
is a condition confronting us, let us rise 
to it. Send at once some money, and, later, 
write condolences. If either is neglected, 
let it be the condolences in this case. I 
trust this will reach Dayton in time for 
next week’s issue in the HrerRaLp or GOSPEL 
LIBERTY.
